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THE HOUSE BEGINS TO CONSIDER 
THE GREAT PROBLEM. 

A VIOLENT OPPOSITION TO THE COMMITTER’S 
BILL—MERITS OF THE OLD AND NEW 
PLANS OF COMPUTATION—SMALL STATES 
LOUDLY ASSERTING THEIR CLAIMS. 

Wasnineton, Feb. 7.—The House began 
to-day the consideration of the bill for a reap- 
portionment of Representatives under the tenth 
census. After the routine business of the 
morning had been presented, Mr. Page, of Cal- 
ifornia, endeavored to induce the House to 

take up his bill in relation to Chinese immi- 

gration, which had been made a special order 

for to-day, with the understanding that it should 
not bar the way against the Apportionment 
bill or any appropriation bill. Mr. Page had 
two reasons for insisting that his bill should be 
taken up, The first was a desire to see the bill 
in hand, and the second was a desire to oppose 
the Census Committee’s bill, which, in his 
opinion, makes an unfair discrimination 
against his State. Mr. Preseott stood firmly 
on his right to have the Apportionment bill 
taken up, and at last Mr. Anderson, of Kan- 

Bas, raised the point of order that this 

bill was not a question of high 

privilege, as has been claimed, because 
it would not affect the present House, but 

Houses tocome, Mr. Anderson is a bitter op- 

ponent of the Apportionment bill. The old 


method of calculation gives Kansas a new 
member in a House of 322 members, while the 
new method used by the committee postpones 
the addition of this member until a House of 
828 is reached. The size of the State’s delega- 
tion is not affected in a House of 320, however, 
‘by either method. The point of order was 
overruled, and then Mr. Page raised the ques- 
tion of consideration and was beaten by a yea 
and nay vote of 163 to 63, 

Several amendments to the committee's bill 
were presented. Mr. Anderson desires that 
the whole number of members shall be 325; 
= Burrows prefers 321; Mr. Robinson, of 

fassachusetts, 320, on the old plan, and Mr, 
Jeyce would raise the number to 365. 
The old bill, for 319, on the old 

lan, was introduced, and Mr. Cox’s 

ili for 307 and Mr. Colerick’s for 316 
ere also pending as amendments. The com- 
niittee’s bill provides for a House of 820 mem- 
bers on the Seaton plan, which has already 
been described. The apportionment of 320 
members on the old and on the new plan differ 
in the following respects: The new plan adopt- 
ed by the committee gives one more member 
to each of the States of New-York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Illinois than the old plan, and to 
each of the States of California, Florida, and 
Rhode Island one less. 

The general debate to-day had for its sub- 
ject the old andthe new methods of appor- 
tioning, and the size of the new House was not 
considered. Mr. Prescott introduced the com- 
mittee’s bill in a carefully prepared speeeh, in 
which he reviewed the apportionments of the 
past and exposed their deviations from mathe- 
matical accuracy. In those good old times, 
he remarked, this great constitutional question 
had been treated without reference to the Con- 
stitution or the law. In defense of the in- 
creased number of Representatives proposed 
in the bill, he asserted that unless private 
legislation in Congress should be forbidden 
by a constitutional amendment, the only 
safety of the Treasury would lie in a larger 
House. He then spoke of the size of foreign 
representative bodies, which are much larger 
than our own, although they represent a 
Bmaller number of inhabitants, He described 
the two plans of apportionment, and, with 
direct reference to the changes caused in 
the bill by the new plan, showed the 
greatness of New-York State in population 
and wealth. It was a question, he said, whether 
there should be added to New-York one-thirty- 
third ot her representation, to Pennsylvania 
one-twenty-eighth, and to Illinois one-twen- 
tieth, or to California one-fifth of hers, while 
that of Rhode Island and Florida should be 
doubled. 

The opposition was led by Mr. Robinson, of 
Massachusetts, who declared that the great 
States could take care of themselves. The 
new plan robbed the weak for the benefit of 
the strong, and its resuits indicated that it was 
unfair in its workings, however accurate it 
might be mathematically. Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, denounced, in very loud tones and many 
gestures, what he called the new-fangled sys- 
tem. Mr. Horr, of Michigan, came to the sup- 
port of the three small States, and declared that 
the new plan was an outrage on common 
sense. Mr. Horr soon became funny, and a 
crowd of laughing members gathered around 
him. Having exhausted the power of ridicule 
upon the new plan and the bill, he closed by 
rebuking New-York for coming into Congress 
and supporting a proposition to strike down 
the small and sparsely settled States, by 
whose energies her wealth had been built up. 
Mr. Chace, of Rhode Island, also at- 
tacked the bill, and, in repl to 
Mr. Prescott’s exhibit of New-York’s 
wealth and importanee, declared that Rhode 
Island owned herself and was not owned by 
foreign bankers. He also drew some other 
coraparisons and denounced the new plan as 
Bpecious and unsound. After he had presented 
the result of some arithmetical calculations 
intended to show the unfairness of the com- 
mittee’s bill, the House adjourned. 

The speeches of the committee’s opponents 
were received with great favor by many mem- 
bers, and there are indications that the small 
States, which lose by the bill, will be sup- 
ported by many whose States are not affected. 
Lhe new plan, while it may provide a more 
accurate distribution than the old one, awakens 
opposition because it is an innovation and be- 
cause it is difficult to explain it clearly to those 
who have not made such calculations a study. 
The old plan has been sanctioned by usage and 
ean be easily understeod. 
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THE RECONSTRUCTION OF THE NAVY. 
@€N INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION BY THE 
NAVAL AFFAIRS COMMITTEE. 

Wasuineton, Feb. 7.—The House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs has been carrying on 
for several days an investigation for the pur- 
pose of gaining facets which will be of service 
to the House in the consideration of the Harris 
bill for the establishment of a permanent con- 
struction fund, or of any other plan for the 
benefit of the Navy. Both the majority and 
minority reports of the Naval Advisory 
Beard have been sent to the House for the com 
mittee’s use, but their conclusions differed so 
greatly that the committee decided to make 
an independent inquiry. Iron and steel manu- 
facturers, ship-builders, torpedo-makers, Naval 
Constructors, and engineers have appeared 
before the committee and set forth their views. 
lt is understood that the weight of testimony 
has been in favor of steel ships, and 
that the experts practically agree that 
this material is to be preferred 
toiron. It is said that Mr. John Roach, who 
has several hundred thousand dollars invested 
in works for building iron ships, will extend 
the additions which he recently made for 
building steel vessels. The testimony has gen- 
erally been in favor of the construction of 
swift armored cruisers made of steel, carrying 
heavy guns and powerful rams, and of the use 
of torpedoes. Mr. Cramp, the Philadelphia 
ship-builder, eame before the committee to- 
day and ave his views about the rate of 
speed which efficient war vessels can attain. 
He holds that a naval cruiser, carrying heavy 
guns and so built as to be easily handled, may 
move at the rate of from 10 to 15 knots an 
hour, but not much faster. Other gentlemen 
have informed the committee that such eruis- 
ers, carrying heavy guns, could, in their opin- 
ion, attain a considerably higher rate ot speed.

COMPENSATION FOR A HUMANE ACT. 
THE CLAIM OF FIVE WHALERS FOR RESCUING 
1,200 PERSONS FROM THE ICE. 

Wasurxeton, Feb. 7.—The claim sub- 
mitted by the American whaling vessels Midas, 
Progress, Lagoda, Daniel Webster, and 
Eurepa, which abandoned their work while in 

the arctic seas for the purpose of rescuimg and 
carrying to Honolulu 1,200 shipwrecked seamen, 
has again naen favorably reported by the 
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House Committee on Claims, These vessels 
were owned in New-Bedford and Edgartown, 
Mass., and in September, 1871, were upon 
the whaling grounds in the Arctic Ocean, just 
beginning the work of the season. About 60 
miles further north, off Point Belcher, lay 32 
American whaling vessels shut in by the ice, 
Four of these ships had been wrecked, and it 
had become necessary to abandon the remain- 
der. The crews numbered 1,200 persons, and 
they had not sufficient food or_cloth- 
ing with which to pass the Wiater 
in the ice, The 32 masters called upon the 
outside vessels, in the name of humanity, to 
abandon their whaling, rescue the beleaguered 
crews and take them tosome civilized port, 
feeling assured, they said, that our Govern- 
ment, so jealous of its philanthropy, would 
make ample compensation for all losses. 
The whalers below the ice at once 
responded to the appeal and_ carried 
the ship-wrecked sailors to Honolulu, 
receiving $35 passage money for each person 
from the Government. The owners of the five 
vessels ask for an additional allowance for the 
losses caused by this interruption of their busi- 
nas, and estimate their actual losses, with in- 
terest, at about $150,000. The committee 
recommends that $10,000 be paid to the owners 
of each of the five vessels. 
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THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 

WARM DISCUSSIONS IN GOMMITTER ON A 
MEASURE THAT WAS FINALLY ADOPTED. 
Wasuineton, Feb. 7.—The House Com- 

mittee on Ways and Means held two sessions 

to-day, and finally agreed to report the Tariff 

Commission bill, which will be found in an- 

other column. It is reported that the discussion 

at the morning meeting wasa warm one, At 
tke afternoon session several modifications of 
the bill were proposed, and it is said that 
one of these, providing that the commis. 
sion should not consist of nine civil- 
ians, but should be made up _ of 
two Senators, three members of the House, 
and four expert civilians, was adopted by a 
vote of 7to6. After further debate, it is said 
that a motion to reeonsider was entered, and 
that the vote for a mixed commission was re- 
considered. Later in the day another attempt 
is said to have been made to adept the plan 
for a mixed commission, and it is reported 
that this attempt failed by a tie vete of 

6 to 6, one member not voting. The 

internal revenue clause, which was struck out 

by the committee, is a part of the commission 
bill pending in the Senate, and it is believed 
that it will be difficult to seeure its removal 
by that body. It is predicted by some 
that the advocates of a high tariff will 
make great efforts to reduce internal 
revenue taxation. If they can secure 
the passage of a commission bill 
which relates to the tariff alone, and if they 
can succeed in making heavy reductions of 
the iaternal revenue before the Tariff Com- 
mission can report, there will not be so great 
ademand forareduction of the tariff. ‘The 
interests of the merabers of the House are so 
complicated, however, in relation to this ques- 
tion that predietions are of little value.

THE TAX ON TOBACCO EXPORTS. 
PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE LAW REQUIRING 
A STAMP TO EACH PACKAGE. 

Wasnineton, Feb. 7.—Manufactured to- 
bacco, snuff, and cigars intended for export 
are now exempt from duty, but it is necessary 
that each package of these goods intended for 
export shall be stamped with an adhesive 
stamp, showing that it is to be exported, 
and this stamp is sold for 10 cents, no 
matter what the size of the package 
to which it is to be affixed. A bill 
having been introduced to repeal the export 
tax and the use of the stamps, a sub-commit- 
tee of the Ways and Means Committee reports 
in favor of taking off the charge of 10 cents, 
which was found to be greatly in excess of the 
cost of the stamp, and appeared to them 
to be in the nature of a tax. A stamp 
is, by the provisions of the re- 
ported bill, still to be used, but only 
as an indication of an intention to export. 
This stamp has been required, according to a 
report from the Office of Internal Revenue, 
simply as part of the system, and it bas been 
regarded as a kind of passport to protect the 
tobacco from the factory to the port of export. 
The manufacturers’ bond and Collector’s 
permit for removal, provided by section 3,385 
of the Revised Statutes, are considered 
sufficient to protect, and thestampis approved 
only as additional means tor identifying the 
shipment and securing if from detention or 
suspicion of unlawful removal. The whole an- 
nual revenue derived from the charge of 10 
cents for stamping each package for export is 
only about $7,000,

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 7, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $343,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $260,013 49, and from Customs $642,137 39. 

The House to-day passed a bill for the pay- 
ment of $7,500 to the Society of the Army of 


the Cumberland for the erection of a statue of 
the late President Garfield in Washington. 
The money is to be appropriated from the pro- 
ceeds of sales of condemned ordnance. 


Nearly 300 employes of the Census Office 
were dismissed to-day, and there will 
probably be a few additional discharges 


in a day or two. This leaves a _ force 
of about 375 employed on _ Census 
Office work, so that the reduction to-day 
amounted to nearly one-half of the entire force. 


Tho President has appointed the Hon. H. G. 
Fisher, of Pennsylvania; the Hon. J. B, Bel- 
ford, of Colorado, and George W. Childs, of 


Pennsylvania, members of the Assay Com- 
mission, vice A. J. Drexel, of Pennsylvania; 
Prof. John Fowler, of New-York, and L. B. 
Russell, of Massachusetts, who were unable to 
serve. The commission will meet in Phila- 
delphia to-morrow. 


The bill introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by Mr. J. Hyatt Smith providing 


for a public building in Brooklyn was re- 
ported from the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds to-day with a favorable 
recommendation. It appropriates $800,000 for 
the purchase of a site and the commencement 
of the work of construction. 


The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency authorized Mr. Marsh to-day to report 
favorably his bill providing that the Treasury 
notes of the United States known as legal-ten- 
der notes shall be liable to State taxation on 
an equality with gold and silver coin during 


the time they continue to be redeemable in 
coin by the Treasury, and no longer. 

The bill reported to-day by Mr. Morgan 
from the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
in relation to the Japanese Indemnity Fund is 
the measure introduced by him in December 
last. It directs the payment, from what is 
known as the Japanese indemnity fund, of 
$516,364 to the Japanese Government, and 
$254,000 to the officers and crew of the Wy- 
oming. 

The Court of Claims to-day gave judgment 
for $15,000 in favor of the. Freedmen’s Savings 
and Trust Company on their claim for rent of 
the building occupied by the Department of 
Justice and the Court of Claims. It seems 
that the Government entered into a contract 
for the building and Congress failed to make 
provision for its paymentinfull. The court 
decided that the contract was binding, and 
gave judgment for‘the differenee between the 
amount specified in the case and the amount 
appropriated by Congress. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Board of Steam Navigation, of which Gen. 
Negley, of Pennsylvania, is Chairman, met in 
this city to-day for the purpose of urging the 
passage of the pending bill, which proposes the 
amendment of titles 41 and 52 of the Revised 
Statutes in regard to commerce and navigation 
and the uation of steam vessels. The bill 
is substan y the sare as the Reagan bill of 
1879, known as the ‘‘Ship bill,’’ and is now in 
charge of Mr. Townsend, of Ohio. A confer- 
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ence between members of the Executive 
area and Mr, Townsend took place to- 
ay. 

The Indian Appropriation bill, as reported 
to the House to-day, provides for an appropri- 
ation of $4,920,203 91, based upon estimates 
aggregating $5,841,713 91, and is an increase 
over the bill of last year of $351,600. The dif- 
ferent heads under which appropriations are 
made are as follows: Current expenses, sala- 
ries, fulfilling treaties, general incidental ex- 
penses, trust funds, miscellaneous supports and 
expenses, The number of Indian Agents is re- 
duced from 67 to 60, The pay of interpreters 
is provided for by fixing the maximum com- 
pensation at $400 per annum. The appropria- 
tion for Peace Commissioners is retained in the 
bill, which does not vary from last year’s ex- 
cept in the particulars mentioned, 


In the Senate to-day Mr. Lapham presented 
resolutions recently adopted by the New- York 
Chamber of Commerce indorsing a remon- 


strance by New-York importing houses against 
Mr. Sherman’s bill for trials of Customs reve- 
nue cases by either the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury or Court of Claims. The remonstrance 
protests against the abolition of the right of 
trial by jury on disputed duties, as one 
which has always. been recognized by 
Congress and against the passage of the pro- 
posed legislation pending a decision upon its 
constitutionality by the Supreme Court, where 
the question is now being adjudicated. It also 
claims that the Government is now amply 
ayy by law. The remonstrance is signed

WHAT MR, SHIPHERD SAID IN A LETTER TO 
MARSHALL JEWELL. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 7.—Correspond- 
ence between Jacob R. Shipherd and Mar- 
shall Jewell coneerning the Peruvian Com- 
pany shows that Shipherd wrote to Jewell 
June 15 last saying that not more than 25 per 
cent. of the stock would be sold, and that only 
to select lists of representative American capi- 
talists, for the purpose of making a corpora- 
tion strong in its personnel. Before settling 
the allotment for Hartford he wanted Mr, 
Jewell’s advice. Mr. Jewell replied that he 


was not aware what information or advice he 
could give. Mr. Shipherd responded with a 
long letter, saying that since the East India 
Company there had been no corporation so 
wealthy or so powerful as the Peruvian 
Company, immediately upon its organi- 
zation, must become, ‘You cannot,’’ 
he continued, “be greatiy surprised 
that in seeking at the outset the 
counsel of men of national and international 
repute, and in the planning for the Peruvian 
Company to an executive that should, aside 
from other considerations, command the r- 
sonal confidence of the Executive of the United 
States Government with which it must main- 
tain intimate and even eonfidential rela- 
tions, it would be impossible to begin a 
Hartford list in which Mr. Jewell’s name 
should not stand at least near to the head, 
The plans of the company,’ he added, ‘‘ are 
now already so far advanced that a very early 
interview would oblige. Minister Hurlbut is 
to sail on the 30th, and, before his final in- 
structions are prepared, some important ex- 
ecutive questions should be settled.” 

To this letter Mr. Jewell replied as follows, 
under date of June 23, which closed the corre- 
spondence: 

Dear Sir: Tamin receipt of yours of the 2ist. 
For myself I do not eare to put any money into the 
company to which you refer. If you desire the 
names of the wealthy people of Hartford 1 will 
give you a list with pleasure. I have no time to 
examine into new companies or money to put into

DEFENSE IN THE CARROLL TRIAL, 

New-Haven, Feb. 7.—The defense in the 
trial of Francis Carroll, charged with the murder 
of Michael Early in Wallingford, last October, 
rested its side of the case this afternoon, unexpect- 
edly to those who have attended upon the court. 
A son of the accused man testified to-day that the 
shirt which the prosecution insists was worn 
by Carroll on the day of the murder and 
which, according to the analysis of Prof. 
Leonard P. Sanford, had human _ blood 
upon it, was not. his father’s garment, 
but one that he himself had worn on the day 
of the homicide. He showed a scar on one arm to 
account for the blood on the shirt-sleeve, and 
swore that he was wounded a few days before the 
homicide while cutting a belt at the shop of R. 
Wallace & Sons, in Wallingford. Dr. McGaughey 
testified that the marks of teeth on the thumb of 
Early could not have been made by the teeth of 
Carroll. Mrs. Carroll, wife of the accused man, 
testified that her husband was at home all the after- 
noon on the day of the homicide. 
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CINCINNATI CITY RAILWAYS. 
CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—The Cincinnati Belt 
Railway Company, the Tunnel Railway Com- 
pany, and the Metropolitan Railway Com- 
pany, competitors for the privilege of 
using that portion of the Miami and 


Erie Canal which lies within the city limits 
for belt railroad purposes, will probably be 
consolidated into one company. A meetin 
was held to-day for that purpose, an 
the terms of consolidation were about 
agreed upon. It will facilitate the work of secur- 
‘ing the abandonment of that portion ef the canal 
and the securing of the franchise for railway pur- 
poses should the present strife between the com- 
peting companies be done away with.

VICTORIA’S SPEECH TO THE LORDS 
AND COMMONS. 

PEACEFUL FOREIGN RELATIONS AND AN IM- 
PROVED 8TATE OF AFFAIRS IN IRE- 
LAND—ATTACK ON THE GOVERNMENT 
IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Loxpon, Feb. 7.—Parliament reassembled 
to-day. The Honse of Commons was well at- 
tended, but there was a sparse attendance in 
the House of Lords. Mr. Bradlaugh was un- 
der the gallery of the House of Commons, 
The Queen’s speech was read by the Lord High 
Chancellor, Lord Selborne. It is as follows: 


My Lorps anpD GENTLEMEN: It is with much sat- 
isfaction that I again invite your advice and assist- 
ance in the conduct Of publio affairs. I have given 
my approval toa marriage between Prince Leopold 
and the Princess Helena of Waldeck. I have every 
reason to believe this will be a happy union. 
continue in relations of cordial harmony with all 
foreign powers. The treaty for the cession of Thes- 
saly to Greece has now been executed in the main 
provisions, The transfer of the sovereignty 
and the occupation was effected in a manner 
honorabie to all concerned. In concert with the 
President of the French Republic, I have given 
careful attention to the affairs of Egypt, where 
the existing arrangements have imposed on me 
special obligations. I shall use my influence to 
maintain the rights already established, whether 
by firmans of the Sultan or by the various in- 
ternational engagements, in a spirit favorable to 
the good government of the country and 
the prudent development of its institutions, 
I have pleasure in informing you _ that 
the restoration of peace beyond the north-western 
frontier, together with the continued internal tran- 
quillity, plentiful seasons, and increase of revenue, 
has enabled my Government in India to resume the 
works of public utility which bad been suspended 
and devote its attention to measures for the fur- 
ther improvement of the condition of the people. 
The convention with the Transvaal has been 
ratified by the representative Assembly, and I 
have seen no reason to qualify my anticipations 
of its advantageous working. I have, however, to 
regret that, although hostilities have not been re- 
newed in Basuto-land, the country still remains un- 
settled. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: The es- 
timates for the serviee of the year are in anad- 
vanced stage of preparation, and will be promptly 
submitted to you. 

My Lords and Gentlemen: My communica- 
tions with France on the subject of a new com- 
mercial treaty have not been closed. They will 
be prosecuted by me, as I have already 
acquainted you, with a desire to  con- 
clude a treaty favorable to the extended 
intercourse between the two nations, to whose 
close amity I attach sogreata value. The trade 
of the country, both domestic and foreign, bas for 
some time been improving, and the mildness of the 
Winter bas been eminently suited to farming 
operations. Better prospeets are, I trust, thus 
opened for the classes immediately concerned in 
agriculture. The public revenue, which is greatly, 
though not always at once, affected by the state of 
industry and commerce, has not yet exhibited an 
upward movement in proportion to their increased 
activity. 

The condition of Ireland at this time, as com 
pared with that which I deseribed at the beginning 
of last year, shows signs of improvement, and en- 
courages the hope that perseverance in the eourse 
you have pursued will be rewarded with the happy 
results which are so much to be desired. Justice 
has been administered with yreater efficacy, and 
the intimidation which has been emploved to 
deter occupiers of land from tulfilling their 
obligations and from availing themselves 
of the act of last session shows upon the 
whole a diminished force. My efforts, through the 
bounty of Providence, have been favored by an 
abundant harvest in that portion of the kingdom. 
In addition to a vigorous execution of the provi- 
sions of the ordinary law, I’ have not hesitated un- 
der the painful necessity of the case to employ 
Jargely the exceptional powers intrusted to me 
for the protection of life and property by the 
two acts of last session. You will be in- 
vited to deal with proposals for the es- 
tablishment in the English and Welsh counties 
of local self-zovernment, which has so long been 
enjoyed by towns, together with enlarged powers 
of administration, and with financial changes 
which will give you opportunity of constdering 
both as to town and county what may be the 
proper extent and most equitable and provident 
form of contribution from the imperial taxes in 
relief of local charges, These proposals, in so far 
as they are financial, will apply to the whole of 
Great Britain. It will be necessary to reserve the 
case of Ireland for seperate consideration. In con- 
nection with the general subject of local adminis- 
tration. I have directed a measure to be prepared 
and submitted to you for the reform of the ancient 
and distinguished corporation of London and for 
the extension of the municipal government to 
the metropolis at large. The bills will again be 
laid before you with which, during the last ses- 
sion, notwithstanding the length of its duration 
and your unwearied labors, it was found 
impossible to proceed. I refer particularly to 
those concerning bankruptcy, the repression 
of corrupt practices at elections, and the conser- 
vaney of rivers and prevention of floods, Meas- 
ures will also be proposed to you with respect to 
the criminal code, and to the consolidation and 
amendment of the laws affecting patents. The in- 
terests of some portion of the kingdom have suf- 
fered peculiarly of late years from the extreme 
pressure of the public business on your time and 
strength; but I trust that during the session you 
may be able to consider the bills which will be pre- 
sented to you in relation tothe law of entail and 
of educational endowments in Scotland, and to 
improve the means of education in Wales. 

Icommend these and other subjects with confi- 
dence to your care, and itis my earnest prayer that 
your wisdom and energy may,underthe blessing 
of God, prove equal to the varied and increasing 
needs of this extended empire. 


In the House of Commons, after the new 
members had been sworn in, Mr. Bradlaugh 
advanced to take the oath, Sir Stafford 
Northcote moved that he be not allowed to 
swear. Mr. Bradlaugh, at the request of the 


Speaker, withdrew, asking to be allowed 
a hearing before the aquestion was de- 
cided. Sir William Harcourt, Home 
Secretary, in the absence of Mr. 
Gladstone moved the previous question. 
He advised the House that as Mr. Bradlaugh 
had been admitted to affirm, subject to the 
decision of the court of law, he be now allowed 
to swear similarly. This proposition was re- 
ceived with ironical cheers. Mr. Bradlaugh, 
addressing the House from the bar, declared 
most solemnly that the Parliamentary oath 
would be binding upon his honor and con- 
science, Mr. Gladstone maintained that the 
House could only see that the formalities of 
administering the oath were observed, and 
could not inquire into Mr. Bradlaugh’s opin- 
ions, Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion was 
then adopted by a vote of 286 against 227, 
The Speaker ordered Mr. Bradlaugh to with- 
draw. Mr. Bradlaugh at first refused, but 
withdrew upon a motion ordering him to do 
so, which Mr. Gladstone said he would not op- 
pose, being agreed to. 

The Speaker read a letter from Mr. Forster, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, informing him of 
the arrest of certain Irish members of the 
House. Mr. E. Dwyer Gray, Home Rule 
member for Carlow, moved that the letter be 
referred to a select committee, citing prece- 
dents in support of his motion. He contended 
that the Coercion act had been violated. Mr. 
Gladstone opposed the motion, which was 
finally rejected by a vote of 174 nays to 45 
yeas, Mr. Sexton gavo notice of a bill to re- 
peal the Coercion act. Sir Dudley Marjori- 
banks moved, and Mr. Firth seconded, the re- 
ply to the Queen’s Speech. The House then 
adjourned. 

In the House of Lords, the Earl of Fingall 
moved the address in reply to the Speech from 
the throne. The To of Salisbury made a 
severe attack on the Government’s policy in 
Egypt and Ireland. Mr. Gladstone’s utter- 
ances in 1880 and the recent conduct of the 
Government with regard to Turkish affairs, he 
said, tended to separate England from Ger- 
many. He hopedthe Government would co- 
operate with the Sultan and with France, so 
long as their lines of policy were parallel, but 
would reserve the liberty to diverge when 
the interests of the East prompted them 
to act differently. He deprecated the 
policy of neutralization on the canal 

uestion. Referring to Ireland, he declared 
that the unexampled state of affairs there 
would not have been allowed to exist in 
France or America six months. He con- 
sidered the royal Speech an exhortation to 
persevere in the course previously pursued, 
‘““which is,’ he said, ‘let anarchy 
have its way and offer a sop to 
those whom we hope to. conciliate 
because we are unable to conquer them.” He. 
eoncluded his speech with these words: ‘The 
country expects the Government to meet the 
calamity, of which the doctrines they have 
preached have been the cause,” Lord Gran- 
ville, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, replied that the present con- 
dition of Ireland compared favorably 
with that during last year, and quoted 
statistics to prove the truth of that statement. 
The Government, he said, relied on the bene- 
ficial effect of the Land Act. He stated that 
the Government’s policy in Egypt was the 
maintenance of the rights of the Khédive and 
the liberties of the people. Although some in- 


tervention might be necessary, the Govern- 
ment was able to co-operate with other pow- 
ers to prevent the necessity of forced interven- 
tion. The address was subsequently agreed to.

THE RUSSIAN JEWISH OUTRAGES, 
A STATEMENT BY THE CZAR’S GOVERNMENT 
REGARDING FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. 


St. PererssureG, Feb. 7.—The Govern-. 


ment is about to publish a statement which it 
hopes will put an end to the foreign agitation 
regarding the Jews. Itis to the effect that it 
has not hitherto thought it worth while to 
contradict the unfounded rumors that Eng- 
land was about to take a course so much 
at variance with existing good  rela- 
tions as to intercede on an internal ques- 
tion, {which every Government regulates in 
accordance with its own views, and which 
never admits of.a foreign interference, which 
is only calculated to inerease the irritation of 


the ignorant and credulous people who carry 
on the anti-Jewish movement. The state- 
ment then shows that hundreds of people 
have been tried and otherwise dealt with 
by the authorities of various towns, par- 
ticularly by those of Warsaw, where 2,302 
have been committed for trial. Thestatement 
concludes by saying that all precautiens will 
be taken in future, but that it is necessary to 
avoid aggravation by the outside influence 
arising from false rumors, 

The Golos states that out of 800 persons tried 
for participation in the riots at Warsaw 80 
have been acquitted and 30 sentenced to prison 
for periods varying from one month to a year. 
The remainder have been fined or reprimanded. 

Lonpon, Feb. 7.—The Lord Mayor’s Jewish 
relief fund amounts to £35,000. There was a 
great meeting of sympathy with the Jews at 
Birmingham yesterday. Letters of sympathy 
from Messrs. John Bright and Joseph Cham- 
berlain were read.

Giers, of the Foreign Office, for an explanation 
in regard to a recent speech of Gen. Skobeleff 
favoring the Panslavist agitation in Bosnia. 
M. von Giers replied that he knew nothing of 
any speech made by Gen. Skobeleff. Prince 
Bismarck, being made acquainted with this 
reply, dispatched a second telegram to 
Gen. von Schweinitz, who thereupon in- 
formed M. von Giers that he (Gen. von 
Sechweinitz) might have to announce to the 
Czar his recall if Russsia appeared to 
support the agitation against Austria 
in the press, or even showed excessive 
toleration thereof. Gen. von Schweinitz was 
authorized to state that Germany regarded her 
interests as identical with those of Austria.’’ 

LONDON, Feb, 7.—A dispatch from Ragusa 
says: ‘The danger of the insurrection 
spreading is so serious that the Austrian repre- 
sentative asked Prince Nikita to use his good 
offices, but not to doso officially. Consequently, 
a suspension of hostilities for 20 days in the 
district bordering on Montenegro was ar- 
ranged, but is very badly observed. The 
populace continue to be much exasper- 
ated. The acquiescence of Prince Nikita 
in the Austrian request jis due to 
the negotiations of the three imperial 
powers, Russia, yielding to the wishes of Ger- 
many, has informed Priuce Nikita that he will 
not be supported against Austria, who will be 
free to suppress the insurrection by any means 
in her power.”

THE MIDLOTHIAN DISASTER. 
pt TD 
THE MINE DISCOVERED TO BE ON FIRE-—THE 
SEARCH FOR BODIES STOPPED. 

COALFIELD, Va., Feb. 7.—The rumor that 
another explosion had occurred this afternoon at 
4 o’cloek at Grove shaft in the Midlothian group of 
coal mines, near this place, caused the most 
intense excitement. The mouth of the shaft 
was soon thronged with a crowd of anx- 
fous miners and their families. The rumor 
was unfounded, however. Mr. George Kendler, 
one of the most experienced miners here, pene- 
trated about a hundred feet down the first incline, 
and upon his return reported that he had discov- 


ered evident symptoms that the coal was on fire. 
This led to the immediate withdrawal from the 
shaft of the exploring party of which Kendler was 
a member. Steps at once were taken to close 
up and seal tke mouth of the mines and all other 
aperturesj thereto, to prevent air from _reach- 
ing the fire. The search for the bodies of 
the other victims of the disaster had to be stopped, 
for the present at least. These mines eaught on 
fire about a year ago and burned for weeks. In 
other mines of the same group the coal has been 
known to catch fire and bura formonths. This 
new trouble has caused a great deal of trouble. 
It is, of course, impossible to tell how far the fire 
has extended or when it will exhaust itself. 

George Kendler, who made the discovery of fire 
inthe mines to-day, has distinguished himself by 
the heroic efforts he has made during the past few 
days. In his search for-the bodies of his com- 
rades he has worked unceasingly, hardly 
taking time to eat or sleep. When he 
first saw the fiames to-day the heat 
and the accumulation of the deadly gas came near 
overpowering him. He made his way back 
over the rugged gallery of the incline 
as rapidly as his condition would permit 
him, told his companions of what 
he had found, and the signal of alarm was quickly 
given to the men on the surface, and the party was 
drawn up. When Kendler got out of the cage he 
was much the worse for his perilous journey. 


RIcHMOND, Va., Feb. 7.—A meeting of citi- 
zens of Midlothian was held to-day for the purpose 
of forming a plan to procure relief for the families 
of the entombed coal miners. Col. T. O’Brien was 
in the chair. The Rey. D. B. Winfree, the Hon. 
George H. Jewett, and Jacob Boach and John 
Manders were appointed a relief committee 
for the purpose of making a general appeal te the 
public for aid, and toreceive and distribute eon- 
tributions. A visiting committee was also appoint- 
ed to ascertain and report the condition and 
wants of the several families. It was resolved 
that the newspapers throughout the country 
be respectfully requested to ask for and receive 
contributions for the aid of the sufferers, and to 
send the same ag fast as possible to the Relief Com- 
mittee at Coal Field, Va., or tothe First National 
Bank of Richmond. A meeting of the Relief Com- 
mittee was held subsequently and the following 
appeal made: 

“We appeal to the sympathy and generosity of 
the public for contributions for the relief and 
alleviation of the sufferings of 26 widows and 109 
orphans thrown upon this community by the 
recent terrible explosion in the Midlothian Company’s 
coal mine, in this township. on the 3dinss. At the 
time of the explosion there were 32 men im the mine, 
every one of whom was killed. Twenty-six of them 
were married and leave widows and children, the great 
majority of them In a helpless and destitute condition. 
To have this large additional number of dependents 
thrown upon this small and impoverished community 
inene day, in midwinter, forces the necessity of ap- 
pealing for outside aid, toe prevent as faras possible 
Tturther suffering and distress. The Richmond and 
Danville Ratircad Company will carry free all pack- 
ages sent to the Relief Committee at Coal Field.”

CALLING MEXICO TO ACOOUNT. 


MR. FOULKES’S CLAIM FOR DAMAGES FOR 
ALLEGED INJURIES AND INDIGNITIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7.—Counselors Edward 
A, Anderson and John H. Fow to-day prepared the 
preliminary papers, for filingin the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, in a suit for damages brought 
on behalf of Herbert L. Foulkes, of this city, 
against the Mexican Government for injuries 
and indignities sustained by being taken pris- 
oner by the Mexican authorities without 
any reason, as he claims, in October, 1880. Mr. 
Foulkes was engaged by William Adams, wno 
was interested in a guano firm, to go to the Islands 
of Aricas and Arenas, in the Gulf of Mexico, to 
superintend the digging of guano. He left Phila- 
delphia May 25, 1880, with a number of men, and 
arrived at Aricas Key on June 22. They gath- 
ered a quantity of materials as samples, Mr. 
Foulkes says, and sailed the next day for 
Arenas, where they arrived on June 25. 
On July 18 they shipped a cargo of guano by the 
echooner William A. Levering to Baltimore. They 
worked on without meeting with any interference, 
and lived as best they could on the almost deserted 
and barren reef until Oct. 21, when a Mexican man- 
of-war sailed up toward the island. When within 
about a mile of the shore the vessel fired a 
gun and hoisted the Mexican colors. It afterward 
auchored off the south end of the island. 
Mr. Foulkes’s foreman; and some of the laborers 
went d&wn to the shore and were immediately 
taken prisoners. Mr. Foulkes was proceeding in 
the same direction, but, he says, observing four 
Mexican marines waiting for him, he turned back 
to his cabin. He was —- oined by Lieut. 
Malpica and Paymaster Nucke, officers of the Mex- 
iean vessel, and Capt. Bilga, who was acting as 

illot,served as an interpreter. The officers informed 
ie Foulkes that the steamer was the Mexican 
man-of-war Libertad, Capt. Emilio Canla, and that 
they had been ordered to take the Americuns and 
their possessions off the island. Mr. Foulkes said 
that he demanded to see some written authority 
for such a proceeding, claiming that the island had 
been registered as belonging to the United States. 
The officer refused to show any written authority, 
but hauled down the American flag and hoisted the 
Mexican in its place. 

Mr. Foulkes was then taken abard the gun-boat 
as a prisoner. He was sent for by the Captain, 
who informed kim that orders had been given to 
take him to Campeachy. They arrived at that 
see next duy. On the third day after that the 

istriet Judge{came on board with his secretary and 
an interpreter. Mr. Fouikes’s depositions, setting 
forth the circumstances of his arrest, were taken, 
and he was given the privilege of going ashore. Two 
days subsequently the prisoners were all released. 
No means of living or transportation, hewever, 
were furnished them. He says that they were 
merely cut adrift ina foreign country, 700 miles 
from American territory, and left to make 
the best of it. He endeavored, he says, 
in every way to ascertain the reason of 
his arrest, but could obtain no satisfactory an- 
swer. No Ameridan Consul was stationed at the 
town. Mr. Foulkes succeeded, after a time, in 
borrowing money enough to make his way home, 
and the others got back, generally, by the same 
means. Mr. Foulkes’s contract with the guano 
firm guaranteed him work fora year. He claims 
$25,000 damages. Claims have already been put in 
by those who were associated with him in the ad- 


venture,

latter at Mississippi City. The training 
was proceeding well, whem news was brought 
that a bill had been presented in the Missis- 
sippi Legislature, in session at Jackson, prohib- 
ing prize-fighting, and punishing it with fine 
and imprisonment. Panic-stricken, Sullivan 
and his friends. put back to New-Orleans and 
were soon followed by Ryan. The former 
resumed training at Carrollton, an upper 
suburb of New-Orleans, while Ryan took 
quarters at the west end on the Pontchartrain 
Lake shore. The spot which Ryan’s friends 
had selected for the fight, near Sullivan’s traiu- 
ing ground at Mississippi City, was aban- 
doned and another chosen on Gentilly road, 
near Michaud station, about 15 miles from 
this city. All was going on weil, 
when, on Saturday last, a few gentlemen 
connected with the city churches called upon 

Gov. McEnery and solicited his interference 

to prevent the fight and he promised compli: 


ance. He sent for the twoleading sporting men 
of the city who represented Ryan and Sulli: 
van, respectively, and forbsde them td 
fight within the State line of Louisiana, 
They asked the Governor to point out 
the law of the State which prohibited prize- 
fighting. Gov. McEnery, thoreugbly aroused, 
replied that he was law enough for this occa- 
sion; that he had given his orders, and if ne- 
cessary would proclaim martial law and call 
out the State troops to enforce them, 
The ‘‘sports” at once yielded the point, 
and gave the Governor an assurance 
that this order should be obeyed and _ the fight 
should not take place in Louisiana, This mad 
necessary another change of base, and it was 
finally decided to return to the first pro- 
gramme, slightly amended, especially as an 
assurance was given that the bill introduced at 
Jackson had been abandoned in the face of 
a general protest from the people along 
the shore, who profit by visits from strangers. 
The spot finally agreed upon, therefore, was 
on the sea-shore, in front of Barnes’s Hotel, at 
Mississippi City. This is a point 70 miles from 
New-Orleans and 60 miles from Mobile, in 
Harrison County, Miss., and just abreast of 
Ship Island, of war fame. 

Sullivan and Ryan arrived on the ground at 
8 o’clock this morning, and went to Barnes’s 
and Tegarden’s hotels, respectively. Both 
were in superb condition. The excursion 
train, which consisted of 14 coaches and 
carried about 1,000 people, left New- 
Orleans at 5 o’clock this morning and 
reached the ground at 10:30. At 11:30 
the stakes were driven, about 1,500 people 
having assembled. sullivan was first to get 
in the ring. He had on a cap, and was 
wrapped in a blanket. He looked very pale. 
Fifteen minutes later Ryan appeared, smiling 
serenely. Ryan got the choice of corners, and 
after considerable bickering Alexander 
Brewster, of New-Orleans, and Jack Hardy, 
of Vicksburg, were chosen joint referees. 

The ring was cleared at 11:50 A.M. ‘‘ Pat.” 
Mealy offered to bet $100 to $500 that Ryan 
would knock Sullivan down first. Sullivan 
cast his cap into the ring at 11:45. One hun- 
dred dollars to eighty was offered and ac- 
cepted on Sullivan. Sullivan was seconded by 
Billy Madden, Joe Goss, and Arthur Cham- 
bers. 

At exactly 11:58 o’clock the men toed the 
scratch and shook hands for the first round, 
Both men sparred cautiously for an opening. 
Ryan led with his right, but fell short and 
caught in return a hot one from Suilivan’s left 
on the face. Exchanges then became short 
and quick, and Sullivan finally knocked Ryan 
down with a severe right-hander on the cheek, 
Time—0:30. 

Second Round.—Sullivan at once rushed to 
his man and let go his left, which eaught Ryan 
on the jaw. Ryan closed with him, and they 
wrestled for a fall, Ryan wining and falling 
heavily on his opponent. Time—0:25. 

Third Round.—The men came together with 
a rush, and Sullivan, after making three 

asses, knocked Ryan down witha terrible right- 

ander on thechest. Time—(:04. 

Fourth Round.—The men sparred for per- 
haps a second or two: both feinted; and then 
Sullivan went for Ryan’s face, putting ina 
stinging blow square on his nob before they 
closed. Slugging then began and continued 
until Rvan was forced into and upon the ropes, 
when he went to grass. Time of round 20 sec- 


onds. 

Fifth Round.—This was a repetition of the 
prévious round, both men closing and putting 
im their best work. The attack of both men 
was confined to the face. Ryan succeeded in 
bringing Sullivan to his knees at the close of 
the round. 

stath Round.—Sullivan came up smiling, but 
it was evident that Ryan was not only suffer- 
ing, but was somewhat afraid of his antago- 
nist. Sullivan lost no time, but went in to win. 
Ryan, however, clesed, and getting Sullivan 
across the buttock, downed him. 

Seventh Round.—This round was a short one. 
The men closed and hitting was continued for 
a few seconds. when Ryan went to grass a 
awreck. Sullivan came to his corner smiling. 
Ryan, however, had the grit to come up for 
another round. 

highth Round.—Whern time'was cailed the 
men came up promptly. Ryan was decidedly 
weak, but he made a gallant struggle. Sulii- 
van fought him all over the ring into the um- 
pire’s corner and over the ropes. Upon getting 
off the ropes Ryan rallied, but went down on 
ome hand and one knee. A foul was looked 
for, but, though Sullivan had his hand raised 
to strike, he restrained himself as Ryan rose. 
Both men were retiring to their corners when 
the seconds of each cried ‘‘Go for him,” and, 
the men responding, again came together. 
They closed and then clinched, and after a 
short struggle both went down. 

Ninth tound.— Ryan failed to come to time 
and the fight was declared in favor of Sullivan. 

Ryan and Sullivan were visited after they 
had gone to their quarters. Ryan was 
lying in an exhausted condition on his 
bed, badly disfigured in the faee, his 
upper lip being cut through and his nose dis- 
figured. He did not move but lay panting. 
Stimulants were given bim to restore him. He 
is terribly punished on the head. 

At the conclusion of the fight Sullivanran 
to his quarters at a lively gait, and laughing. 
He lay down for a whilo as he 
was a little out of wind, but there 
is not a scratch on him. He chatted 
pleasantly with his friends. The fighting was 
short, sharp, and decisive on Sullivan’s part 
throughout, Ryan shewing weariness after the 
first round. 

Immediately after thefight. Ryan was visited 
in his quarters by a well-known physican 
with the intention of giving him medical assist- 
ance if any was needed. His pulse was normal 
and his chief injuries consisted of a welt on the 
left side of the neek, where he had been struck 
a terrible blow in the second round, gashed 
livs, and a cut ever the eye, together with a 
number of eontusions about the dy. After 
an examination the physician stated that Ryan 
was suffering from heals and that he must 
have been in pain during the fight. He 
advised him to forsake the prize-ring. Ryan 
stated that he intended bh ty up pugilism,,. 
as he did not think e was suited 
by nature for that kind of business. 
He said he considered Sulnvan a born prize- 
fighter, and a very formidable opponent in tha 
ring. In regard to his defeat, Ryan spoke very 
calmly, admitting he had been fairly whippea, 
but atthe same e statiag:he bad been sick 
during the night and hog 6) meee disabled 
pores tne action by the falling of his truss. 
He said he suffered great pain, and felt in no 
condition to fight, and but for the fact that 
people would have considered him a cow~ 
ard he would not have appeared in 
the risg under ony, circumstances. 
Johany Roach Ryan traimer, and 
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W. E. Harding, the representative of his back- 
er, said they considered the fight a fair one, 
and had no complaints to make regarding the 


result.

4 The result to-day was 
in accordance with the expectations 
of many keen observers of the two 
men, who relied upon  S§ullivan’s 
wonderful hitting powers and remarkable 
skill as a two-handed fighter to win him 
the battle. From the start he acted on 
the offensive, attacking his opponent with 
violence amounting almost to ferocity, 
breaking down Ryan’s guards with his territic 
blows, and follow ag UP the attack by clinch- 
ing and wrestling. There was eperey. little 
science displayed, the rounds be short and 
sanguinary, ending in a fall or knock- 
down. This plan of attack could not 
have been carried out for any great 
length of time, but Sullivan's — friends 
relied for success upon his quick work. 
Sullivan and his party took an excursion 
train and came to this city soon after the fight. 
Ryan, Roach, and Harding eame to the city 
to-night and will leave here for their homes 
to-morrow. 


The fight was for the heavy-weight 
championship of America and a stake of 
$5,000. Richard K. Fox, of this . City, 
was the backer for Ryan, and deposited 
half of that amount, James Keenan, of Bos- 
ton, was the backer for Sullivan, and de- 
posited the other half. Charles McDonald 
of Canada; Thomas Kelly, of St. Louis, an 
John Roach, of the Fourth Ward of this City, 
were Ryan’s seconds, Joe Goss, of England, 
and Arthur Chambers,of Philadelphia, were the 
seconds for Sullivan. Harry Hill, of this City, 
was thestakeholder. The articles were drawn 
up in New-York, and were to the effect that 
Ryan and Sullivan should fight a fair, stand- 
up fight, in a 24-foot ring, according to the 
new rules of the prize ring, and that it should 
take place within 100 miles of New-Orleans, 
In the event of Police interference the referee, 
or the stakeholder, it was agreed, should name 
the next time and place of meeting. 

Jobn L, Sullivan, the victor, is a native of 
Boston, and is only 25 years of age, He is 
5 foet 11% inches in height, and when in con- 
dition weighs 180 pounds. He has frequently 
taken part in sparring matches since he was 
16 years old, but had never entered the prize 
ring with bare hands until yesterday. In 
Boston he knocked Joe Goss, the ‘er pugi- 
list, out of time in a boxing-match. In Decem- 
ber, 1880, he fought John E. Donaldson with 
hard gloves in Cincinnati, and was victorious. 
Eleven rounds were fought in 20 minutes. On 
a barge in the Hudson River in May of last 
year he defeated _Jobn Flood with hard gloves 
in 16 minutes, Until the result of his fight 
with Ryan was announced in this City yester- 
day he had few friends here. 

Patrick Ryan, the defeated pugilist, was 
born in the County of Tipperary, Ireland, and 
is 29 years of age. He is 6 feet and a half 
an inch in height, and his fighting weight was 
190 pounds. In 1871 he was matched to 
fight John Dwyer, of Brooklyn, but the fight 
never took place. Ryan’s only encounter in 
the prize ring prior to yesterday was with Joe 
Goss in West Virginia, in June, 1880. He won 
the battie in 87 rounds, the fight lasting one 
hour and twenty minutes. Ryan has made 
his home in Troy forseveral years. 


THE INTEREST IN THE CITY. 
The interest in yesterday’s prize-fight was 


py no means confined to the sporting circles. Busi- 
mess men and boys seemed deeply concerned, 
and at an early hour were anxiously seeking in- 
formation. Crowds flocked in front of the bul- 
letin-boards at the newspaper offices and waited for 
hours for reports from the scene of action. Tele- 
graph offices were besieged and the frequenters of 
drinking saloons and other public places talked 
only of theevent of the day. Large sumsof money 
bad been wagered on the result on previous days, 
but yesterday morning no bets of any large 
amounts were made. Few New-York sporting men 
had gone to New-Orleans. and this City was, there- 
fore, alive with them. The mage among such 
persons was about even on Ryan and Sullivan, but 
the sympathy was largely in favor of Ryan. Pro- 
fessional pugilists being without money—their nor- 
mal condition—did a great deal of talking, and 
were almost unanimous inthe opinion that Sulii- 
gan would be the victor. The usual number of ru- 
mors were in circulation before noon. The first 
one got a good start, and was to the effect that 
Sullivan bad won the fight in four rounds. This 
had a depressing effect upon many, who for some 
unaccountable reason had previously been cheered 
by the hope that Ryan would knock Sulliven out of 
time within a few minutes. Police officers and car 
conductors and drivers gloomily beset everybody 
within hailing distance with such questions as, ‘Is 
{t true that Sullivan has licked Ryan ?” and ‘*‘ Was 
Paddy Ryan laid out?’ When answered that 
nothing definite had yet been heard from the battle 
ound, they sighed and said: “ Well, I hope it 
sn’t true.” The next rumor was the encouraging 
one that, although Ryan had broken bis leg, he had 
succeeded in deteating the young Bostonian. 

The saloons where Ryan's colors were displayed 
gt once became the scenes of wild excitement. 
Regiments of men marehed in and out of the Police 
Gazette office, where Richard K. Fox, the pro- 
prietor, the backer of Ryan, held levees. Mr. Fox 
was in a happy frame of mind and was greeted as 
BR most fortunate man. He had deposited $2,500 
with Harry Hill, the stake-holder, that Ryan would 
win the fight. On Monday evening Mr. Fox, who 
bad been in daily telegraphic communication with 
Ryan, and who desired still further to en- 
courage the pugilist, telegraphed him $1,000, 
so that he might enter the ring with 
that sum of money and wager it with Sullive: 
that he would win. Everybody congratulated Mr. 
Fox,and said that Ryan would certainly be the 
victor. ‘‘He can’t lose the ficht,’’ said the more 
paatestic, and they wrung Mr. Fox’s hands un- 
til his arms ached. He had received the most en- 
couraging dispatches from William E. Harding, his 
sporting editor, teiling bim that Ryan was in splen- 
did condition and certain of vanquishing Sullivan, 
and advising certain persons to bet their money ac- 
cordingly if they desired to win. Mr. Fox showed 
these dispatches to some of the visitors, 
and they added much to the general 
bumor that prevailed in the 
When Mr. Fox heard that Ryan had lost the batt! 
he immediately telegraphed to him: * Dear Paddy 
--Am sorry you lost the fight. Can Ido anything 
for you? Am willing to back you again for $5,000." 
Mr. Fox also telegraphed his representative in 
New-Orleans to make offers to Ryan of all the ser- 
vices he desired and to give him all the comforts 
money could buy. 

The saloon formerly kept by William Tracy, who 
{s under indictment for murder, in Twenty-nipth- 
Btreet, near Broadway, isnow under the manage- 
ment of Bernard Aaron, 2 professional pugilist and 
trainer, and was thronged with sporting men all day. 
The emp kept by the brother of William Edwards, 
pnother professional pugilist, and like resorts were 
trowded with men waiting forinformation from 
the fighting-ground. In all these establishments 

early everybody praised Ryan, and at the same 

ime predicted disaster forhim. Some of the most 
hoprincipled men who ever disgraced New-York 
jounged around in 2n easy manner, and in the 
thoice language of their class discussed the merits 
of the two men who were then supposed to be in 
the ring pounding each other to the delight of 
thousands of ruffiansand thieves looking on. When 
the dispatch was received showing that Ryan had 
been badly whipped by Sullivan, the sport- 
ing men, with their allies, the thieves, held 
high carnival in the bar-rooms, and as they 
creamed with delight, “I told you se,” raised 
heir glasses and drank long life to Sullivan. Few 
rould then be found who had a good word to say 
or Ryan. The language used in characterizing 

im was of the vilest kind, He was likened unto 
everything that is utterly miserable, and hopes 
were entertained that he would drown himself in 
the pee ge Especial denunciations were show- 
ered upon the heads of those snorting editors who 
bad urged many persons in this City to wager 
money that the result would be otherwise than it 
was. Pictures of Sullivan were taken from top 

helves and tacked to the walls, and 
yan and his colors, which had been displayed in 
large number of saloons, were quickly 
removed from view. The prize-fighting fever 
was an epidemic among the newsboys and boot- 
biacks, and the “ exhibitions of the manly art of 
self-defense,”’ as the elegant gentlemen who favor 
this kind of brutality term such contests, were of 
frequent occurrence.

NATIONAL BANK CHARTERS 
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A REPORT IN FAVOR OF AUTHOR: 
IZING THEIR EXTENSION. 
BANKING AND CURRENCY COMMIITEE 

SUBMIT A SUBSTITUTE FOR THE CRAPO- 

MORRILL BILL—A REPORT SETTING 

FORTH THE VALUER OF THE NATIONAL 

BANKING SYSTEM. 

Wasuineron, Feb. 7.—The bill to extend 
the charters of national banks, agreed upon by the 
Committee on Banking and Currency and reported 
to the House to-day by Mr. Crapo, as a substitute 
for the original bill introduced by him and 
known as the Crapo-Morrill-Hardenbergh bill, is as 
follows: 


A BILL to enable national banking associations to 
extend their corporate existence: 

Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of United States America 
in Congress assembled, that any national bank- 
ing association organizedunder the acts of 
Feb. 25, 18683, June 3, 1864, and Feb. 
14, 1880, or under sections 5,133, 5,134, 65,1385, 
5,186, and 6.154 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, mav at any time within two years 
previous to the date of the expiration of its cor- 
porate existence under present law, and with the 
approval of the Controller of the Currency, to be 
granted as hereinafter provided, extend its period 
of succession by amending its articles of associa- 
tion, and shall have succession for such extended 
period, unless sooner dissolved by the act of share- 

olders owning two-thirds of its stock, or unless 


ite franchise becomes forfeited by some violation 
of jaw. 

Sec. 2. That such an amendment of said articles 
of association shall be authorized by the consent, 
in writing, of shareholders owning not less than 
two-thirds of the capita! stock of the association; 
and the Board of Directors shall cause sueh con- 
sent to be certified, over the seal of the association, 
by its President or Cashier, to the Controller of the 
Currency, accompanied by an application made by 
the President or Cashier for the approval of the 
amended articles of association by the Controller, 
and such amended articles of association shall be 
not valid until the Controller shall give to such as- 
sociation a certificate, under his hand and seal, 
that the association has complied with all the pro- 
visions required tobe complied with, and is au- 
thorized to have succession for the extended 
period named in the amended articles of associa- 

on. 

Sec. 3.°That upon receipt of the application and 
certificate of the association provided for inthe 
preceding section, the Controller of the Currency 
may, if he deems it necessary, cause a special ex- 
amination to be made at the expense of the associ- 
ation to determine its condition; and if, after such 
examination, or otherwise, it appears to him that 
said association is in a satisfactory condition, he 
shall grant his certificate of approval provided for 
in the preceding section, or if it appears that the 
condition of said association is not satisfactory, he 
shall withhold such certificate of approval. 

Src. 4. That any association so extending the 
period of its succession shall continue to enjoy all 
the rights and privileges and immunities granted, 
and shall continue to be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and restrictions imposed by the Revised 
Statutes of the United States and other acts hav- 
ing reference to national banking associations, and 
it shall continue to be In all respects the identical 
association it was before the extension of its 
period of succession, with the same rights, immu- 
nities, and liabilities, ; 

Sec. 5, When any national banking association 
has amended its articles of association as provided 
in this act and the Controller has granted his certi- 
ficate of approval, any shareholder not assenting 
to such amendment may give notice in writing to 
the Directors, within 30 days from the date of the 
certificate otf approval, of his desire to withdraw 
from said association, in which case he shal! be 
entitied to receive from said banking association 
the value of the shares so held by him, to ho 
ascertained by an appraisal made by a commit- 
tee of three persons—one to be selected by 
sueh shareholder, one bythe Directors, and the 
third by the first two; and in case the 
value so fixed shall not be satisfactory to any such 
shareholder, he may appeal to the Controller of 
the Currency, who shali cause a reappraisal to be 
made, which shall be final ana binding, and if said 
reappraisal shall exceed the value fixed by said 
committee the bank shall pay the expenses of said 
reappraisal, and otherwise the appellant shal! pay 
said expenses, and the value so ascertained and de- 
termined shall be deemed to be a debt due to said 
shareholder from said bank until paid, and the 
shares so surrendered and appraised shali, after 
due notice, be sold at public sale within 30 days 
after the fina) appraisal provided in this section. 

Sec. 6. That the circulating notes of any as- 
sociation so extending the period of its successton, 
which shall have been issued to it prior to such ex- 
tension, shall be redeemed at the Treasury of the 
United States, as provided in section 8 of the act 
of June 20, 1874, entitled ** An act fixing the amount 
of United States, providing for redistribution of 
national bank, currency and other purposes,”’ and 
such notes when redeemed shall be forwarded to 
the Controller of the Currency and destroyed as 
now provided by law,and when the amount of 
such notes shall be reduced to 5 percent. of the 
capital stock of the bank issuing the same, the 
association so extended shall deposit lawful money 
with the Treasurer of the United States, sufficient 
to redeem all of its outstanding circulation, as pro- 
vided in seetions 5,222, 5,224, and 5,225 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and any gain that muy arise from 
the faiiure to present such circulating notes for 
redemption shall inure to the benefit of the United 
States, and from time to time, as such notes aro 
redeemed or lawful money deposited therefor, as 
provided by law, such notes shall be replaced by 
new circulating notes bearing such devices, to be 
approved by the Controller of tho Currency, as 
shall make them readily distinguishable from the 
circulating notes heretofore issued. 

Sec. 7. National banking associations whose 
corporate existence shall expire and which do not 
avail themselves of the provisions of this act shall 
be required to comply with the provisions of sec- 
tions 5,221 and 5,222 of the Revised Statutes in the 
same manner asif the shareholders had voted to 
go into liquidation, as provided in section 5,220 of 


THE 
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the Revised Statutes, and the provisionsof sections { 


5,224 and 5,225 of the Revised Statutes shall also be 
applicable to such associations. 

A long and interesting majority report accompa- 
nied the bill,in which the committee discuss and 
defend the national banking system. They say: 
“The national banking system was established by 
act of Congress Feb, 25, 1863. Its existence of 20 
years covers periods of business depression and 
prosperity, of warand peace, After this test of a 
score of years the system can no longer be regard- 
ed as an. experiment.’’ The report then rehearses 
the circumstances under which the national banks 
were organized and the work they have accom- 
plished in enlisting the co-operation and interest of 


the banking capitalists of the country for the main- 
tenance of the public credit and for the apprecia- 
tion of value of the Government securities; and 
claims tbat, while the necessity which called the 
national banks into existence has ceesed to exist, 
there are other and greater advantages accruing 
from the system which still warrant their continu- 
ance. The advantages result from the work of 
over 2,000 institutions scattered throughout the 
land in facilitating the business of their localities 
and in supplying the people with circulating notes 
absolutely safe inthe handsof holders, and current, 
without loss or discount, at every point within the 
geographical limits of the Union. By the terms of 
the national banking act the autborized duration 
of a banking association was limited to the period 
of 20 years, Tnis limit has been reached. The 
charter of one association has already expired. 
During the year ending Feb. 25, 1883, the corporate 
existence of 398 banks will terminate. These banks 
have a capital of $90,910,750 and a bank-note circu- 
lation of $69,160,980. It is apparent that some defi- 
nite action should be taken by Congress without 
delay. If there is to be legislation extending 
these charters, it should be known by the banks at 
once, and if such legislation is deemed tnexpedient 
the decision should be equally prompt, It has 
been suggested that in the absence of legislation 
extending charters or discontinuing the national 
banking system the associations compelled 
by limitation to go into liquidation can, under 

resent laws, through the action of such stock- 
Coden as desire, organize new banking associa- 
tions under different names, but practically secur- 
ing a continuance of present organizations, The 
committee, however, believe there are positive ad- 
vantages attending the extending of their charters 
which cannot be gained by any reorganization un- 
der the most favorable circumstances. 

The national banks hold undivided profits and 
surplus inaddition to their capital amounting to 
over $184,000,000. Had it not been for this fund of 
undivided earnings, very many of the banks would 
have been unable to successfully meet the 
fixancial disasters and losses following the panic 
of 1873. During tho four years, from 1876 to 1879, 
inclusive, the losses of the national banks, through 
the failure of debtors to pay their obligations, 


-aggregated $85,845,069. Such, however, was the 


strength afforded to these institutions by the fund 
of undiyided earnings that no serious conse- 
quences followed. The refusal or neglect to ex- 
tend existing organizations compels the division of 
this accumulated surplus. The new bank organiza- 
tions will start s mply with their paid up 
capital and with less ability to meet losses than tha 
banks whose places they take. The report then 
recites the advantages to result from continuing 
the present system and disposes of the objections 
which have been urged against it. By continuing 
their charters, banks which have gained a good 
reputation wiil reap the advantages therefrom; 
the expenses and inconveniences incident to a new 
organization will be avoided, while the trust 
funds invested in national bank stock 
can legally continue under the extended charters, 
which could not be carried to new organizations. 
The bill protects the interests of the minority share- 
holders who do not desire a continuance beyond 
the orialal terms of the charters, and also pro- 
tects the majority stockholders from the power of 
the minority to dictate unreasonable and oppres- 
siveterms. The bill affirms that the gain or profit 
from the loss of national bank bills sball inure to 
United States, and not to the banks, and renders it

PROF. DALTON’S REVIEW OF THE EXPERI- 

MENTS OF WALLER AND TURCK. 

Prof. John C. Dalton appeared upon the 
platform of Association Hall last evening and was 
introduced by Prof. Loomis. His audience, con- 
sisting of medical students, young and old practi- 
tioners, and a few ladies, greeted the distinguished 
experimental physiologist with a hearty and gen- 
eral clapping of hands. The lecture was the last of 
the Cartright series. Forty vears had elapsed, 
Dr. Dalten said, since the present move- 


ment of experimental investigation as to the 
functions of the nervous system commenced, It 
had long been a familiar fact that if a nerve was 
cut the immediate consequence is a suspension of 
the functions of the section thus separated from 
the main trunk. ,If the nerve was motor the mus- 
cles supplied by {t became palsied; if sensory, there 
was suspension of sensibility inthe parts supplied, 
But this suspension was not always permanent, 
Sometimes, aftera few days had elapsed, the in- 
terrupted function was restored, and this was soon 
ascertained, by examination, to be due to the 
uniting of the cut surfaces or ends by granula- 
tion and the formation of new fibres. For many 
years investigation was exclusively directed 
to the study of the cicatrix and its process; 
but at length one more curious than the rest ex- 
tended his studies to the mode of degeneration in 
the portion of the rerve severed fromits trunk, 
and made some striking revelations, finding that 
the retrogressive alteration consisted in the granu- 
lation of the nervous fibres and the development 
of fat globules. By experiments on rats it was 
discovered that section of the sciatic nerve was 
not only followed by granulation of the fibres, but 
that when this process was complete the nerve 
ceased to respond to galvanic stimulation, and 
had, in fact, lost its functional capacity. A 
few years later the celebrated Waller, Eng- 
lish by birth and education, but for many 
years resident on the Continent, availed himself of 
the fact that such degeneration can always be dis- 
tinguished by microscopic inspection to begina 
new method of inquiry as to the anatomy and 
function of the nervous system, whose results were 
resented to the Academy of Sciences, France, 
n a brilliant series of communications. It was 
Waller who first traced the degeneration that fol- 
lows section through the whole distribution, 
availing himself of the extensibility and transpar- 
ency of the living frog’s tongue for this purpose; 
who discovered that the process of regeneration 
was by the formation of new fibres, not by the re- 
habilitation of the old, and who first established the 
existence of special centres of nutrition. If, for 
example, the naga root of a spinal nerve is cut 
external to the ganglion, the nerve degenerates 
throuzhout the whole length of the severed sec- 
tion; if, on the other hand, the section is made in- 
terlor to the ganglion no such degeneration oc- 
curs, In connection with the remarkable experi- 
ments of Waller on dogs and cats, Dr. Dalton re- 
viewd the equally important and nearly contempo- 
rary discoveries of Tiirck, of Vienna, who from 
studies of disease after death had arrived at very 
similar resuits. It was the latter who discovered 
that in some tracts of the nervous system degenera- 
tion is propagated from the surface toward the 
brain, (centripetaliy,) while in others the course of 
the destruction was centrifugal. Dr. Dalton com- 
pared the results arrived at by these great in- 
yestigators, and then passed to a review and 
criticism of the pretensions of Sir Charles Bell, 
whose reputation began with his paper before the 
Royal Society in 1821.

COMMISSION. 

THE WAYS AND MBANS COMMITTEE AGREE 

UPON A SUBSTITUTE FOR THE KASSON 


BILL—THE INTERNAL REVENUE CLAUSE 
OMITTED, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means this afternoon agreed to 
report a bill providing for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate the question of the tariff. 
This isa substitute for the Kasson bill, which in- 
cluded the consideration by the commission of in- 
ternal revenue laws as well as the tariff. The fol- 
lowing is the text of the bill: 


A BILL to provide for the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the question of the tariff. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, that a commission is hereby created to 


be called the ‘Tariff Commission,” to consist of 
nine members. 


Sec. 2. That the President of the United States 
shall, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, appoint nine Commissioners from civil life, 
one of whom, the first named, shall be the Presi- 
dent of the commission. ‘The Commissioners sha'l 
receive, as compensation for their services, each at 
the rate of $10 per day when engaged in active 
duty, und actual traveling and other necessary ex- 
penses. The Commission shall have power to 
employ a stenographer and a messenger, and the 
foregoing, compensation and expenses to be aud- 
ited and paid by the Secretary of the Treasury out 
of any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 


Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to take 


thorougbly investigate all the various questions re- 
lating to the agricultural, commercial, mercantile, 
manufacturing, mining, and industrial interests of 
the United States so far as the same may be neces- 
sary to the establishment of a judicious tariff ora 
revision of the existing tariff laws upon a scale of 
justice to all interests, ana forthe purpose of fully 
examining the matters which may come before it. 
Said commission, in the prosecution of its inquiries, 
is empowered to visit such different portions and 
sections of the country as it may deem advisable. 

8x0. 4, That the commission shall make to Con- 
gress a final report of the results of their investiga- 
tion and the testimony taken inthe course of the 
same not later than the first Monday of December, 
1882, and they shall cause the testimony taken 


to be printed from time to time and distributed to | 


members of Congress by the Public Printer, and 
Shall also cause to be printed, for the use of Con- 
gress, 2,000 copies of their final report, together 
with the testimony.

NEW RULES FOR STEAMERS, 


AMENDMENTS MADE BY THE BOARD OF 8U- 
PERVISING INSPECTORS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The Board of Super- 
vising Inspectors of Steam Vessels, which be- 
gan its thirtieth annnal session on Jan. 18, com- 
pleted its business to-day and adjourned sine 
die. The most important work accom- 
plisned by the board was an amendment to 
rule 1 of the pilot rules—lake and seaboard— 
which had been found to be in conflict with the 
Revised Statutes. Officer3 of United States courts 


} having refused to prosecute violations of the rule 


because of such eonflict. 
as foliows: 


RULE 1, When steamers are approaching each other 
“head and head,” or nearly so, it shall be the duty of

These words qualified the first part of the 
rule in relation to vessels meeting head and head, 
giving either pilot who might first elect to do so 
the right to deviate from the instructions to pass 
to the right or starbord, which was contrary to rule 
18, section 4,243, Revised Statutes, which reads: 
‘If two vessels under steam are meeting so as to 
involve risk of collision, the helms of both shall be 
put to port, so that each may pass on the port s'de 
of the other.” The diagrams of situations printed 
in the pilot rules were changed to conform to the

ESET SEES

THE DEFENSE CLOSES ITS TESTIMONY-—A 
GREAT MASS OF DOCUMENTS SUBMITTED. 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 7.—After a recess from 

Friday of last week, the straw bond star route 

case of Cabell, Dickson, and Minnix came up be- 

fore Judge Sneli in the Police Court to-day. Col. 

Bliss being absent, the case for the prosecution was 


conducted by Mr. Cooke. Baskets containing be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 papers wero produced, and 
considerable dismay was created when it became 
known that they represented only a portion of 
those calied for in the subpcenas. The defense 
began the examination of the documents, and 
aiter a few minutes spent in this way called C. P, 
Blackmar, of the Post Office Department, to the 
stand. He testified that a particular parce! of papers 
specified by the defense were proposals made by 
W. L. Argue, of Pennsylvania, for the performance 
of mailservice. The defense attempting to place 
before the court certain papers, Mr. Cooke de- 
manded to know the character «f the papers and 
the object sought to be attained by their introduc- 
tion. Mr. Wilson stated that the defense proposed 
to submit to the court an advertisement of the 
Post Office Department, dated Oct, 15, 1880, for the 
puspose of showing the practice of the department 
and also to demonstrate the fact that the defend- 
ants had lived up to the practice as therein set 
forth. Mr. Cooke, replying for the Government 
und antagonizing the admission of the papers, en- 
tered into a ‘critical analysis of the legal points 
entering into the question of their admissibil- 
ity as evidence. After citing various rulings 
by the Post Oftice Department, controverting the 
one referred to by the defense, Col. Cooke con- 
tinued, contending that practice or usage cannot 
be taken to justify the infraction of written laws 
and regulations. Col. Totten asserted that the 
regulations of a Postmaster-General were binding 
upon the Postmaster-General and upon his subor- 
dinates in that department, and upon them alone, 
Col. Cooke contended that the force of such regu- 
lations extended to the business of the department, 
The court deciding to reject the papers, the de- 
fense said that, reserving the right of Mr. Hine of 
their number of witnesses, who was absent, to 
submit any evidence he might have in his posses- 
sion, they had no further testimony to introduce. 
The court then adjourned until Thursday.

THE POSTAL SAVINGS BANK BILL. 
A FAVORABLE REPORT AGREED UPON BY 
THE POST OFFICE COMMITTEE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads to-day in- 
structed Mr. Lacey, of Michigan, to report, with a 
favorable recommendation, the bill providing for 
the establishment of postal savings banks. The 
first section provides that in order to make the 
Post Office Department available for the protection 


of small savings, and to facilitate the deposit and 
withdrawal of the same, theré shall be established 
atthe seat of Government a branch of the Post 
Office Department to be known as the ‘* Cen- 
trait Depository,” and the Postmaster-General 
shail be authorized to create such _ sub- 
depositories as in his judgment are ad- 
visable.

ILLEGAL DUMPING THAT HAS BEEN IN PROG- 

RESS FOR THE LAST TWO MONTHS, 

Mr. Nash, Secretary of the Board of Pilot 
Commissioners, was informed on Monday last that 
during the past two months the dredgings from the 
dock of the Pennsylvania Railway Company had 
been dumped—three scow-loads at a time—in the 
main ship channel, between Piers Nos. 3 and 4 
North River and the Robbin’s Reef Light- 
house. Inspector Conway at once proceeded 


to investigate the matter, and at the meeting of 
the Pilot Coimnmissioners yesterday he reported 
that he found three scuws, containing over 1,000 
cubic yards of mud, lying at the Pennsylvania 
dock on Monday afternoon. There was evidently 
no reason why these scows should not be towed 
out to sea and dumped. Im the evening Mr. Con- 
way hired a tug-boat with iow-pressure engines, so 
that he could proceed quietly, and watched the 
three scows. The tug-boat James McMahon, 
owned and commanded by Capt. William E. 
Jaycox, took these scowsand towed them from the 
Pennsylvania dock. Mr. Conway saw these scows 
dumped, at 7 P. M., in the main ship channel, half- 
way between Bedloe’s Island and tke Robbin’s 
Reef Light-house. He was told by a reliable in- 
formant that this had been going on during the 
ast two months, and that it was done with the 
nowledge and connivance of Capt. Jaycox. of the 
tug McMahon; Thomas Potter, the contractor in 
charge of the work at the dock, and the watchman 
at the Pennsylvania pier. Capt. Jaycox was paid 
to take the dredgings out to sea and 
dump them there. The Pennsylvania Company ex- 
ected him to be gone long enough on each trip 
orthat purpose. Mr. Conway does not think that 
the company are responsible for the illegal dump- 
ing inthe ship channel, Capt. Jaycox is said to 
have been in the habit of going around Jersey City 
and boasting, when in liquor, that he had “‘struck 
a gold mine.” A pilot reports that on the 30th, 
when the steam-ship Persian Monarch was 
leaving this port, she was seen to dump 
her ashes in Gedney’s Channel. The Government 
dredging on the Sand Spit in the East River and in 
Gowanus Bay has been stopped on account of the 
drifting ice. For the same reason the scow for 
dumping the ashes of the tug-boats has been taken 
from her anchorage to the foot of Baitic-street, in 
Brooklyn, The bill which has been presented in 
the House of Representatives in regard to the 
dumping ia this port was approved of by the Pilot 
Board at the meeting yesterday. The licenses of 
pilots against whom there are no charges pending 
which expired on the 1st inst. were renewed.

ALDERMANI C PROCEEDINGS. 
THE REGISTRY OF TITLES—PERMISSION TO 
OCCUPY SIDEWALKS—NEW FERRY. 


Soon after the Board of Aldermen had come 
to order yesterday, Mr. Roosevelt offered the fol- 
lowing resolution:

Alderman Roosevelt made a speech showing how 
the number of books of record in the registry of- 
fice had doubled in the last 10 years, and would 
double in the next decade. The figures also 
showed, he said, that in 100 years from now there 
would have to be 1,025 buildings as large as tne 
present registry offics to hold the records, and 
there would then be 1,025,000 mistakes in the books. 
The resolution was promptly adopted. 

Alderman Wells introduced an ordinance requir- 
ing the corporation, company, or person owning 
or controlling any steam railroad in this City to 
srect and maintain on each side of the track gates 
or doors at every point in the City where the road 


crosses a public street. road, or avenue on the 
grade thereof. The ordinance was referred to the 
Committee on Railroads. 

Alderman Kirk offered certain amendments to 
the ordinances of the City to allow storekeepers 
to back trucks and carts on the sidewalks in front 
of their premises to load and unload goods. Tho 
Alderman tried to have his amendments adopted 
at once, and provoked a lively discussion. Ten of 
the Aldermen declared that they did not believe 
in turning sidewalks into streets and forcing 
pedestrians to walk where horses ought 
to go, and voted to refer the amend- 
ments to the Committee on Law. Eleven 
members of the board voted no, and the motion to 
refer was lost. On the motion to adopt the amend- 
ments only nine Aldermen voted in the affirmative 
and the resolution was lost. Then the vote wasre- 
considered, and the matter was referred to the Law 
Committee. A moment afterward Alderman Fitz- 
patrick offered a resolution permitting certain firms 
on Cherry-street to back their horses and trucks on 
the sidewaik in front of their premises. Three or 
four Aldermen at once offered amendments add- 
ing firms and business houses in their districts to 
the list. Finally Alderman Waite proposed that 
all business firms south of Fourteenth-street 
be given such permission for an _ indefi- 
nite period. These amendments were all 
accepted by Mr. Fitzpatrick, and then 
Alderman Roosevelt suggested an amendment 
limiting the time the permission was to last to one 
month. Afteralongtalkthe amended resolution 
was adopted, and several members announced 
that Mayor Grace was pledged to sign it at once. 
Merchants doing business anywhere in the City 
south of Fourteenth-street can, therefore, use the 
sidewalks in front of their premises with their 
trucks without fear of the Police. 

Alderman Kenney introduced a long preamble 
and resolution reciting that there existed in the 
Fire Department an unfair and unjust discrimina- 
tion in the mattcr of salaries, and indorsing the bill 
relating to the subject introduced in the State Sen- 
ate by Thomas F. Grady. The resolution was 
adovied. 

The report of the Committee on Ferries and 
Franchises in favor of establishing a ferry from 
Libertv-street to Communipaw, N. J., was taken 
up and adopted, and then, aftera long argument, 
the resolution giving the consent of the City au- 
thorities to the rapid transit route in the annexed 
district, as laid out by the Commissioners last year, 
was passed. Permission was given to the Park

TRE HARLEM COURT-HOUSE. 
& CONTRACTOR’S SUIT AGAINST THE CITY FOR 


MATERIAL DISMISSED. 


In the daysof the Tammany Ring it was 
groposed to have a big Court-house in Harlem, and 
William M. Tweed, Police Justice McQuade, and 
Civil Justice Josiah Porter were made the Com- 
missioners for its erection. The sum of $300,000 
Was anpropriated for its construction, but that 
amount was expended when only the toundation 
of the building had been laid. The Commissioners 
were, by an injunction issued in 1871, restrained 
from going on with the work which promised to 
cost more than a miilion dollars. The Superin- 
tendent of the construction of the Court-house was 
John Scallon, 
zier to supply blue-stone flags to be used in the 
sides and pavement of the cells, and Frazier had 
delivered a large quantity of stone when the work 
of building was stopped. 
Scallon, and the latter accompanied him to the 
court-room of Justice McQuade to have it certified. 
McQuade refused to certify the bill, and Frazier 
cid not present it tothe other two Commissioners

refused tocertify other bills on the ground that 
they were restrained by the injunction from doing 


any work connected with the construction of the | 


Court-house. The Commissioners were legislated 
out of office.and they never were asked to pass upon 
Frazier’s bill. Frazier applied to the Controller 
for payment, but that officer rejected his claim- 
He then sued the City. The case was 
before Judge Lawrence and a jury in the 
Supreme Court, Circuit, yesterday. Upon the close 
of the plaintifft’s case, defendants moved to dismiss 
the complaint, on the grounds that no contract 
with the Commissioners had heen shown; 
had not been proved that Scallon had ever been 
empowered by them to contract in their name, and 
that the plainciff had neither presented a certified 
bill. as required by the statute creating the Com- 
missioners, nor had he shown an unreasonable re- 
fusal on the part of the Commissioners, or a ma- 
jority of them, to certify his bill. The court dis- 
missed the complaint.

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THE WINDSOR THEATRE WALLS. 
THEIR CONDITION TO BE INVESTIGATED BY A 
COURT OF JUSTICE,

that the insecure walls of the Windsor Theatre, in 
the Bowery, should be pulied down ina “ suitable 
season.” The order was made upon the applica- 


tion of Inspector of Buildings Esterbrook. The 
owner of the theatre, Willlam A. Martin, 
did not appear in court. An order was 
made. by Judge Van _ O6Brunt, yesterday, 
opening the default. and directing that a hearing 
shall take place next Tuesday to determine wheth- 
er or not the walls of the theatre may be aliowed 
to stand for several months. Mr. Martin and the 


lessees of the theatre are anxious that the work | 


of repairing shall be deferred until the end of the 
theatrical season, in May or June next. Mr.

GOULD AND SAGE AS PLAINTIFFS. 
A SUIT TO CANCEL LAND GRANT MORTGAGES 
OF THE KANSAS PACIFIC RAILROAD, 


Jay Gould and Russell Sage are the Trustees 
of the first consolidated mortgage of the Kansas 
Pacific Railway Company. This mortgage is to 
secure bonds to the amount of $30,000,000. It was 
made about May 1, 1879. Prior to that date the 


Kansas Pacific Railway Company made two mort- 
gages upon the land owned, or to be owned, by it— 
one to secure bonds to the amount of $2.000,000 
and the other to secure bonds to the amount of 
21,500,000. Messrs. Gould and Sage succeeded 
Messrs. Adolphus Meier and John A. Stewart as 
Trustees of the first land grant mortgage. Mr. 
Amos H, Calef succeeded the original Trustees of 
the second land grant mortgage. It was agreed 
between Gould and Sage, on one side. 
and the Kansas Pacific Railway Company 
on the other, when the first consolidat- 
ed mortgage was made, that the bonds 
secured by the two land grant mortgages 
should be taken up, and that both mortgages 
should then bs satisfied and canceled. Gould and 
Sage have taken up all the first land grant mort- 
gage bonds and coupons excepting a few repre- 
senting $17,250, and all but one second land grant 
mortgage bond representing $1,000. This latter 
bond is held by William Skrainka, a resident of St. 
Louis. Gould and Sage, as Trustees of the first 
consolidated mortgage, have begun an action inthe 
Supreme Court against Amos H. Calef, as Trustee 
of the second land grant mortgage, and William 
Skrainka. The Kansas Pacific Railway Company 
and tne Union Pacific Railway —— are also 
made nominal defendants. The plaintiffs allege 
that the $17,250 of first land grant mortgage bonds 
and coupons are probably destroyed and will never 
be presented for payment.

A QUESTION OF SALVAGE SETTLED. 

In the case of John Elliott and others 
against the steamer Leipsic, of the North German 
Lloyd Line, which was found on the 4th of Sep- 
tember, 1879, in a disabled condition by the steamer 
Gresham about 820 miles from Sandy Hook, and 
towed to New-York, Judge Blatchford, in Circuit 
Court, yesterday granted salvage to the Gresham 
in $5,500.

VIVAL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Circumstances beyond control have pre- 
vented an earlier reply to the long communica- 
tion of the Hon. D. A. Wells of Jan. 19 last, and 
we now beg the use of your valued columns for 
that purpose. In order that there may not be any 
mistake as to the exact issue between that gen- 
tleman and ourselves, we briefly recapitulate what 
has taken place. In our report on this subject 
made to the Chamber of Commerce early in Janu- 
ary, after specifying all the known burdens and 
obstacles under which American ship-owners la- 
bor from erroneous and now misplaced legislation, 
and recommending their repeal, we went on to de- 
clareitto be our conviction that, all this being 
granted, American ship-owners would stiil bo 
found handicapped in the race for supremacy. We 
specified that in respect of cheap capital, cheaper 
Wages and all running expenses, and cheaper Iin- 
surances, they must still remain at a disadvantage, 
ana beyond this their rivals stood occupying the 
ground, with established lines, with every connec- 
tion, communication, and source of  ship- 
ments absorbed, a multitude of agents 
spread over the whole continent, all paid 
for in the past, passed’ to profit and loss, 
and all of which must be now incurred at enor- 
mous cost by the new adventurer. We found 
that our adversaries were helped in their struggle 
and enabled to successfully overcome these diffi- 
culties by the. aid given to them by their Govern- 
ment. And we stated: **Great Britain, with a 
keen rerception of the incalculable advantage and 


benefit it is to her rors to attain the supremacy 
of the ocean, has led up to it by a system of subsi- 
dies.

Did our committee suy that there 
were nota great many other reasons why Great 
Britain should do as she bas done? It was entirely 
unnecessary that we should do more than ask, 
Why has Great Britain gained this advantage? 
The evident and undeniable answer was, The 
impetus and encouragement she gave to iron ship- 
building, and to the running and maintenance of 
iron steam-ship lines. Surely our necessities, naval 
and mercantile, are just as important to es 

r, 
Wells chooses to ignore her mercantile necessities, 
but merchants willjconnect her ceaseless, untiring, 
and costly steps of encouragement to build and 
run steam-ship lines, begun when her decadence 
in wooden ship-building took place, with her wish 
and intention, not to give up her supremacy as a 
nation of ship-builders and ship-owners, as posi- 
tively as it can be attributed .to strengthening her 
empire. But let us see how much force there is in 
his other reasoning. He seems to see force in the 
fact that we cdo not claim that amounts 
paid prior to the age of steam were 
Well, so far as such sums aided in the | 
support of those vessels they were subsidies, but 
as the Americans successfully competed with them 
in despite of that artificial ald, there was no neces- 
sity of referring toit. We had every advantage in 
all the materials required for wooden vessels— 
every little village could furnish its one or more 
skilled builders who could build one or more ves- 
sels per annum. Our whaling and other fisheries 
supplied the men, more efficient and skillful than 
any other nation, and the genius of invention and 
improvement, which seems to spring naturally 
fromthe atmosphere of this free country, made 
such strides in modeling the hulls that we needed 
no advertitious aid inthe competition. Not so 
with iron and steam. No hamlet can entertain the 
thought, unless avery large sum of money be 
ready to establish ‘‘the plant,” and larger sums to 
be invested in the fully equipped steamer. Machine 
shops, with the skilled marine architect and engi- 
neers must grow. All the ola knowledge and 
skill is now useless and the world has made a 
stride. When we see that not only has Great 
Britain, in her paternal relation, been the effective 
agency to bring this about, but that other nations 
hare for years been following in her footsteps, 
gaining in their turn increasing shares of the 
worla’s carrying trade. shall we keep silent and 
avoid also shouting, ‘‘Sea what Great Britain has 
done far her marine?” This shout must have been 
raised most effectively in France—who, with her 
new garb of democratic equality, and professing as 
much concern for her laboring eiasses as Wwe can 


do, deems {t to her interest to go further than even 


Great Britain has done. Mr. Wells asserts that 
this great ald of Great Britain was con- 
fined to her own necessities in connection with 
her own colonies.

Were we acolony of Great 
Britain? Was there any necessity of maintaining 
an English steam line with us when a superb Amer- 
ican one existed? Did she throw open her mail 
service then or at any time since to competition of 
foreigners? For one I have yet to see the case 
where Great Britain ever %ave a contract for mail 
service to a foreigner when it was possible to have 
it done at all by an Englishman. Mr. Wells does 
not hesitate to assert that from 1859 the whole 
service has been thrown open to public compe- 
tition. J have shown that so late as 1870 the Post- 
master-General gave a mew and increased contract 
toaline because of its severe competition with 
French and American Jines. If this does not com- 
pletely upset his assertion I fail to see what will. 
Mr. Wells, in closing his letter, betrays his whole 
animus, and it would have been well for him if he 
had confined his whole reply to that reflec- 
tion, viz.: That if, we had al the ships 
we wanted given to us free and_ with- 
out cost, they could not be profitably em- 
ployed without the restrictive high tariff laws are 
repealed. Thisis a question of political economy 
with which our committee will not at this time 
grapple; but we do not, like Mr. Wells, willfully 
shut our eyes to existing facts. Wo do not see the 
absence of foreizn commerce which he seems to 
think the necessary sequence of the existing pro- 
tective laws. We see some 15,000,000 tons of im- 
ports and exports belonging exclusively to this 
country and which is being carried by foreigners. 
That is what we are crying about. If this enor- 
mous commerce, which exists, which is of- 
fering itself. should be the parent of the 
vessel 10 carry it, where are the children? 
We find, alas! that it is somebody else’s children 
who are running about our honse, and we prefer 
the home-produced and home-bred article. Our 
committee made its suggestions with delicacy and 
hesitation. The ward ‘subsidy’? seems worse 
tnanany “red rag’? when waved before the bull 
of free trade, and it was seriously proposed to 
leave that word out and supplant it with ‘‘ mail 
compensation.”’ And it will be seen, upon refer- 
ence to our report, that there was appended to our 
report after its adoption a series of other resolu- 
tions, in which it was avowed that the Chamber 


| did not advocate subsidies co nomine, but were in 


favor of sucha liberal compensation for ocean 
mail service as would encourage an effort to revive 
American shipping. 

So be it. and if it suits our opponents and leg'sla- 
tors better, put itin that shape. If our committee 
have been able to awaken any real interest in this 
matter and its suggestions indicate any practical 
remedies forour present national evils, it will 
have served its obiect, There are other points in 
Mr. Wells’s letter which can well be answered, but 
we have already trespassed too much on your val- 
uable space.

Finally, this 
memorable day is marked by the wreck of the 

George Tanlane,at which the crews of Stations Nos. 

11 and 12, Fourth District, displayed heroism and 

perseverance unparalleled. The story of the storm, 

the fire on board. andthe final arifting askore of 

the fated vessel, is one to be read with bated 

breath. The share of the tife-saversinit begins 

when the schooner, both anchors down, the wretch- 

ed crew in the rigging, is dragging along the 

coast followed by the crew of No. il, the 

heaving-sticks and lines in their hands, waiting 

their chance. Asshe slowly drifted down toward 

Station No, 12 they got out their mortar-cart and 

started to meet her, over sand-hills and through 

sluices waist deep, where the horses (bor- 

rowed) they had brought refused to pull. 

Between 9 and 10 o'clock they came abreast 

of the wreck. A ehot was fired, but failed to 

lay the line within reach of the men, the vessel 

continued to drift and the crews to follow through 

the flood on the beach. Another sand-hill was 

reached, another shot fired and failed, cart re- 

loaded, 400 yards more, with toil and difficulty, got 

over, and shot No. 8 fired, when the line 

parted. The wheels of the cart ‘sanded down” 

so quickly that it had to be kept moving 

lest it should be lost; the sluices were full of drift- 

wood, bits.of wreck, and cord-wood; the horses 

could not or would not pull, lines, guns, and pow- 

der were to ne kept dry, where everything was 

drenched. Yet, whenever the vessel touched or 

slowed for a moment another shot was fired or got 

ready for firing. When she would move on 

once more, the brave men strugg!ing on with her. 

Two men now dropped lifeless from her rigging 

of the schooner, and, worst of all, the gun toppled 

off its carriage into a siuiceway and was lost. 

Found again after much difficulty, the keeper 

carried it henceforth on his shoulder; two 

more shots were tried, the tide having 

now driven them further back from 

the beach, but the second one succeeded—a line 

was at last fastened to the schooner, and now the 

lite-savers, line in hand, kept pace with the wreck 

till she crounded at last. The breeches buoy could 

at last be sent out, the crew on shore holding the 

end of the hawser to give and take with the rolling 

of the vessel, which was so violent that at one times 
the breeches buoy, with @ man init, swung fully 50 

feet in the air, but at last, after six hours of exer- 

tion, the five men on board were safe. 

This, then, is the record of one day’s work of the 
Life-saving Service, and these deeds do not stand 
sione on the pages of their report, but are chosen 
at random from many such. And for such deeds 
as these; for such lives of hardship, toil, and suffer- 
ing; for weary night tramps, lantern in hand, 
through shifting sand and treacherous snow or 
along rocky shores; for hours of unparalleled 
exertion and. untola jeffort, sometimes 
fruitless, oftener crowhed by glorious 
success; for wet.and-cola, and hunger and frost- 
bite, and exhaustion and loneiiness, uncomplain- 
ingly endured day after day and all night long, to 
the end that no vessel, of whatever nationaality, 
driven upon our storm-beaten coast should go 
down unsuccored, unknown, with precious human 
lives and despairing souls on board; for deeds 
which mark these men heroes in the best and 
noblest sense, what does this great and rich Nation 
bestow? We give them a cramped, narrow shel- 
ter, to which they return—twet, cold,and exhaust- 
ed, and bringing with them the rescued in worse 
casé than théy—to find the fire out and food 
and warm clothing to be provided; but we cannot 
afford to pay even an infirm o!d man as hut- 
keeper. They are summoned at midnight by the 
Coston light of the patrol, to go mijes, sometimes, 
to the succor of a vessel, and for weary distances 
these seven mén drag their boat-truck through 
snow or sand. reaching the scene of the wreck al- 
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ready worn out with their exertions, because we 
cannot affora to provide them even one horse, in- 
stead of the sturdy pair which should take men, 
boat, and all to the scene of their duties, as fire- 
men are drawn to a fire, at a pace which 
vies with, but cannot outstrip, the eagerness of 
these brave hearts to bs at their glorious work of 
life-saving. These men leave their families for 
months together to lead these toilsome lives, and 
we pay them $1 28 cents a day—less than 
they could earn at almost anything else. 
They live on coarse and simple fare, 
cooked turn and turn about by one of themselves, 
but out of this—until the good work of the Wom- 
an’s Relief Association began—they fed, and out of 
their scant change of clothes they clothed, the poor 
creatures thrown naked and hungry on their 
mercy. Now, apart from the injustice of 
this, it (is rather hard to ask men, 
women, and children in the last stages of exhaus- 
tion to eat the necessarily coarse fare their hardy 
rescuers enjoy. All honor and support, t.erefore, 
tothe good and noble women who have under- 
taken to provide for this need, but all blame to 
our tardy legislators who forget to provide for the 
other pressing needs of men whose herotsm they 
must admire and appreciate. No human words 
can do these men justice; human sympathy, appre- 
ciation, and admiration unbounded should urge 
and insist that justice be done them. their every 
claim and need amply supplied now, without more 
delay than they would use in hastening tu the res- 
cue of their shipwrecked fellow-creatures. ‘ For 
greater love hath no man than this, that he lay 
down his life fur his friend.”

In the course of yesterday’s debate on the 
Reapportionment bill, the increased num- 
ber-of Representatives which it proposes was 
defended on the ground that unless 
private legislation in Congress should 
be forbidden by 2 constitutional 
amendment, the only safety of the Treasury 
would be in a larger House. Itis by no 
means clear that there is any connec- 
‘tion between, the number of Repre- 
sentatives and the cars with which 
the mass of private bills will be 
sifted of jobbery, and so far as combination 
jobs.like the River and Harbor Appropria- 
tion bill are concerned, the rule may 
be laid down that the more mem- 
bers the bigger the draft on _ the 
public purse. But it is quite evident 
that as the growth of the private legislation 
asked from Congress is perfectly indefi- 
nite, and.as there must be a limit some- 
where to the growth of the representa- 
tive body, the sooner we have an 
amendment prohibiting the passage of pri- 
vate relief bills similar to that embod- 
ied in the Constitution of several 
States the better it will be both for 
the Treasury and the morality and ability 
of the law-making power. Legislatures of 
unwieldy size are under no circumstances 
Mesirable, and least of all when they are ex- 
pected to discharge the functions of a court 
of claims.

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The Riddleberger bill for the readjust- 
ment of the State debt of Virginia passed 
the House of Delegates yesterday by a vote 
of 56 to:80, an amendment providing for its 
submission to the people for their approval 
being defeated. As it had already passed 
the Senate, it goes now to Gov. Cam- 
gRon for his signature, which it will un- 
doubtedly receive. The merits of this meas- 
ure of partial repudiation have been sufiicient- 
ly discussed heretofore. It leaves one-third 
of the ante-war debt for West Virginia to 
provide for or not as it may see fit, and 
shaves down'the rest with its accumulations 
of unpaid interest in accordance with a plan 
claimed to be “‘equitable.’”’ The chance of 
creditors getting anything from West Vir- 
ginia may be inferred from a declaration of 
the Governor of that State in his recent Mes- 
page to the effect that he concurred with the 
conclusion of a committee which reported on 
the subject in 1873 that ‘‘ West Virginia 
owes no debt, has no bonds for sale, and 
asks no credit.’”? The only ground for satis- 
faction is that there is a prospect that the 
Virginia debt question will be finally dis- 
posed of by a method as honest as the peo- 
ple of the State can be induced to support. 
It is a significant comment on the Bourbons’ 
claim of superior virtue that they furnished 
pbout half of the votes by which the bill was 
passed yesterday, and have never themselves 
presented a measure for the honest payment 
‘of the debt.

The bill for the establishment of postal 
pavings banks, favorably reported by the 
House Post Office Committee yesterday, 
containg some useful and practicable pro- 


visions. The need of institutions for the 
safe deposit of small savings is severely felt 
in many of the sparsely settled sections of 
the Republic. Dime savings banks, and 
various semi-religious establishments con- 
nected with the churches, afford abundant 
facilities to small depositors in cities. It is 
now proposed to allow depositors to open ac- 
counts with the Government through the 
medium of the postal service, the largest 
total deposit of any individual cus- 
tomer not to exceed $500 at any time; 
nor shall the first deposit be less than $3. 
The provision relating to the sale and de- 
posit of ten-cent stamps is designed to en- 
courage the accumulation of small sav- 
ings, as well as to facilitate the business of 
depositors who may live at a distance from 
any Post Office. Thesystem has been found 
to work well in Great Britain, where the 
people are much more frugal than our own. 
Although there is a popular and reasonable 
prejudice against any extension and increase 
of the functions of the general Government, 
the proposed system of postal savings banks 
has so much to recommend it that it is likely 
to be adopted.

The Randall party inthe Ways and Means 
Committee have carried the day. They 
have succeeded in limiting the Tariff Com- 
mission to the consideration of the revision 
of the tariff alone, and have taken to the 
committee itself the task of revising the in- 
ternal revenue system, As this is a radical 
departure from the principle of the 
Morrill Tariff Commission, it compli- 
cates the whole business. The  in- 
dications now are that the Morrill 
bill will pass the Senate, if at all, with 
considerable difficulty and it is not probable 
that that body would consent to a commis- 
sion which did not have authority to ex- 
amine the internal revenue system as well as 
the tariff. This difference between the two 
Houses is not calculated to promote the views 
of the protectionists, though it is brought 
about by one of the most radical of 
their number in the Committee of Ways 
and Means. It imperils the success of any 
commission bill whatever, and in the ab- 
sence of such a measure the friends of tariff 
reform will press their specificdemands. It 
looks as if Mr. Ranpauu had gained a de- 
cided advantage for the Democratic Party at 
the expense of his Philadelphia protectionist 
friends. 


The Democratic Assembly caucus com- 
pleted the nominations for officers of the 
House last evening in spite of the desire 
of the Tammany members to secure an 
adjournment and without respect to the 
‘‘claims’’ of the Kelly nominees for 
Clerk and other positions. One of the 
considerations which induced Tammany 
to support the caucus nominee for Speaker 
has apparently been disregarded, and the 
delegation of that party consider themselves 
cheated. The assistance of Tammany in 
organizing the Senate is, therefore, no longer 
to be looked for, and if that body is to 
have standing committees at all, it must 
be by some other method than the 
appointment of a temporary Chairman. As 
the Senate can get along very well without 
standing committees there need be no spe- 
cial detriment to public business from the 
failure of the Democrats to organize that 
body. It will, however, require a 
good deal of ingenuity on the part 
of the Kelly contingent to explain 
which of their anti-monopoly principles was 
at stake in the nomination of candidates for 
Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, and Door-keepers 
of the Assembly. It is not even clear 
that they expected the election of 
any of their candidates for these po- 
sitions, ‘for they entered the caucus 
with the full understanding that the pre- 
arranged programme was to be carried 
through. All that is perfectly obvious about 
their course is that they withdrew from the 
caucus on the receipt of an order from 
Sprmotra and ‘‘Ep’” Kearney to that 
effect, and that the order had something to 
do with Speaker ParrmRson’s choice of 
committees. 


THE NATIONAL BANK CHARTERS. 


That Congress should pass definitely and 
promptly on the question of the renewal of 
the national bank charters cannot be denied. 
Nearly 400 charters expire within two years; 
293 expire on the 25th of February of next 
year. The termination of these charters 
under existing law involves either the liqui- 
dation of the banks and their withdrawal 
from business or a renewal of their charters 
under different names. The former process 
is hardly contemplated by any serious person 
at all acquainted with the value of the sys- 
tem. The latter is expensive and embarrass- 
ing, and must be accompanied by the di- 
vision of the large sum of undivided profits 
which now affords, as it has for a long time 
afforded, great strength to thesystem. Either 
process would be extremely disturbing in 
its effects upon the currency and would 
cause, either temporarily or permanently, the 
withdrawal of the national bank circulation. 
Within the next two years this withdrawal 
would amount to nearly seventy millions of 
dollars, or one-tenth of the entire paper cur- 
rency of the country. 

Yesterday Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, 
reported from the Banking and Currency 
Committee a bill for the renewal of the bank 
charters. It will be found in full in our 
Washington dispatches. It is the original 
bill introduced by Mr. Crapo, amended by 
the addition of several provisions which are 
intended to strengthen it with the more mod- 
erate of the opponents of the national bank 
system as now existing. These amend- 
ments do not materially affect the 
operation of the measure as_ pro- 
posed by Mr. Crapo, and the bill, as 
reported, probably stands as good a chance 
for passage as any that could be presented. 
It provides for the renewal of bank charters 
by an amendment of the articles of associa- 
tion, to be signed in writing by the holders 
of two-thirds of the stock, to be approved 
by the Controller of the Currency, who is 
authorized to make a special preliminary 
examination of the condition of the bank be- 
fore granting such approval. Shareholders 
not assenting to the renewal can dispose of 
their. stock to the bank at a price to 
be fixed by an impartial appraisement. 
In case of a renewal, the circulating 
notes of the bank are to be redeemed by the 
Government under the act of 1874, and when 
they are reduced to 5 per cent. of the amount 


issued the bank is to deposit legal tenders. 
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with the Treasurer for the remainder. If 
any notes are not presented for payment the 
profit accrues to the Government. New 
notes of a changed and distinctive design 
are to be issued for those redeemed. Banks 
not applying for renewal are to be liquidated 
according tq the existing provisions of the 
statutes. No fixed term for the renewed 
charters is mentioned in the bill; by impli- 
cation the renewal is for the same term as 
the current charters—twenty years, 

This bill appears to guard carefully the 
interests of all concerned. It is based neces- 
sarily on the assumption that it is desirable 
to continue the national banking system, and 
that assumption will undoubtedly be chal- 
lenged in the debate upon the bill when it 
comes up. But those who take issue with 
the supporters of the bill are bound in rea- 
son to show, first that any defects in the 
system cannot be remedied, and, if that 
can be shown, that there is some other 
system which will secure the same 
benefits with equal gertainty and with no 
greater cost. The chief objection to the 
national banks has heretofore been that they 
made a double profit on their circulation. 
At the rate of interest now borne by United 
States bonds this objection no longer holds. 
It has been some time since the banks 
could make more profit on their circu- 
lation than on the direct loan. of the 
capital invested in the bonds. de- 
posited for security, and nearly all 
the larger banks, especially in the East, 
have little or no circulation. The privilege 
of issuing notes is principally used in the 
West and South, and any withdrawal of it 
would be felt in those sections, where the 
rate of interest is comparatively high, and 
where it would certainly not be lowered by 
the abolition of national bank notes. 

The opposition to the Crapo bill will come 
from those who are in sympathy with Mr. 
Buckner, of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, who yesterday submitted a mi- 
nority report inthe form of a bill looking 
to the not very gradual extinction of the 
system. This element in Congress is divided 
among the various parties, and is not organ- 
ized. Its strength is an unknown quantity, 
which, however, may turn out 
sufficient to defeat the bill, for it 
is a curious fact that the national 
bankers, controlling an enormous capital, 
embracing in their number many influential 
men of both parties, and supposed by their 
opponents to be engaged in a political com- 
bination to shape the entire financial legisla- 
tion of the country to suit their own ends, 
have, nevertheless, never enjoyed the 
avowed favor of a majority in Congress, 
and have never been able to get so 
much as the abatement of a penny of 
the war taxes imposed on them 18 years 
ago. The anti-bank party—as it may be 
called for lack of a better term—has no dis- 
tinct substitute to propose for the national 
bank system, but in a general way are dis- 
posed to substitute for bank-notes Treasury 
notes, of which the Government shall have 
the profit. It is not impossible that, 
under proper and_ rigid restrictions, 
this country could use a_ certain 
amount of this kind of note circulation with 
safety and to advantage. But inthe present 
temper of our legislators, and with our com- 
plex and uncertain financial and fiscal sys- 
tem, the issue of such notes would be ac- 
companied with great risk. In the mean- 
time the continuance of the national banks 
under the terms of the Crapo bill would 
offer no obstacle to the establishment of such 
a system when it should become desirable.

PARLIAMENT IN SESSION. 

The House of Commons has made a bad 
beginning by opening its session with the 
partial disfranchisement of Northampton 
and the exclusion from its sittings of a 
member whose right to be present is as in- 
disputable as Mr. Guapsroneg’s or Sir 
StarForD NortTHoore’s. The Prime Min- 
ister admits that the House can make no 
inquiry into Mr. BrapLaven’s opinions, 
yet when Mr. BrRapLauGu presents himself 
and asks to be sworn in, he assents to a mo- 
tion which deprives him of that privilege, 
solely on the ground of opinion, and the 
leader of the Opposition, usurping unre- 
buked the control of the House and the 
functions of the Government, secures a re- 
affirmation of the shameful precedent of last 
session. History must record the fact 
that as late as the year 1882 the test of 
admission to the House of Commons was 
one of personal belief, and that English 
electors were arbitrarily disfranchised for 
no other crime than the neglect to consult 
the House in advance as to the personality 
and orthodoxy of their candidate. The 
Government has played a cowardly part in 
meekly submitting to this invasion of the 
rights of a member of its Parliamentary ma- 
jority. The vote shows that only the infiu- 
ential voice of the Ministry was needed to 
prevent the outrage. 

Turning from this evidence of English 
illiberality and English tolerance of consti- 
tutional shams, the smooth fictions with 
which the Queen’s Speech opens are almost 
nauseating. They are more freely employed 
than usual. The Queen inviting the ‘‘as- 
sistance’’ of Parliament is a picture which 
finds a fit companion-piece in the same au- 
gust lady giving careful attention to the 
affairs of Egypt ‘‘in concert with the 
President of the French Republic.’’ If the 
result of the Egyptian studies of these two 
rulers should be a troublesome war, the 
peace party in England and France would 
never think of blaming her Majesty Queen 
Victoria and his Excellency President 
Grevy. GampBetTra and Lord GRANVILLE 
would be good enough scapegoats for them. 
But these are trivial affectations in matters 
of form, though sufliciently wearisome to 
make one doubt whether even the English 
can endure them more than ten or twenty 
centuries longer. Of great measures there 
are very few outlined in the Speech. This 
is fortunate for Parliament and for the 
country. ‘‘ Nations do not live by politics, 
but by business,’’ said M. pz FReyciner 
the other day in stating the programme of 
his Ministry. This is peculiarly applicable 
to Great Britain, where European affairs, 
Indian affairs, South African affairs, Irish 
affairs, everybody’s affairs except those of 
the English working and business public, 
have been elaborately discussed and 
settled during the last half-dozen years. 
The proposal for enlarging the powers of 
county boards and introducing local self- 
government in England and Wales is a step 
toward a reform which will be of substan- 


tial benefit to the counties and will relieve 
Parliament of labors it has shown itself in- 
capable of faithfully performing. The re- 
adjustment of the poor rates is one of the 
tasks it has long neglected. Mr. Row- 
LANDSON, the tenant farmer candidate, 
was defeated in the Yorkshire North 
Riding on a platform which included 
these local administrative reforms. But the 
Government will not be likely to meet se- 
rious opposition in such measures. The 
Bankruptcy bill, the Corrupt Practices bill, 
and the Conservancy of Rivers bill are lega- 
cies from the last session, of acknowledged 
importance, but belonging to the class of 
bills always liable to indefinite postpone- 
ment. No single act would relieve so many 
persons in England from long-standing and 
ordinarily incurable embarrassment as the 
abolition of the law of entail, which Parlia- 
ment is now asked to modify. But class in- 
terests, family pride, and the power of the 
nobility will be arrayed against this Govern- 
ment in this. 

The observations of the Speech upon for- 
eign affairs are few and sensible. Af- 
ghanistan and the Boers are no longer 
subjects of anxiety, notwithstanding the 
occasional ravings of unforgetting and 
unforgiving Lord Lyttons and wasp- 
ish Sir Guy Dawnays. There is 
an evident attempt to allay apprehension in 
respect to the Egyptian complications which 
is seconded by Premier DE FREYCINET’S 
open abandonment of the adventurous pol- 
icy entered upon by M. Gamperra. The 
change of Ministry in France has given 
England an opportunity to withdraw grace- 
fully from what was becoming a very un- 
comfortable position. It is with evident 
labor that the words of the Speech have 
been made to convey the impression that 
the condition of Ireland is improving. The 
Government is quite willing to let the Irish 
question alone this session, but it will not be 
allowed to have its way. Already the 
Home Rulers have moved for the repeal of 
the Coercion acts, and the landlords will 
soon be after the Ministry in full cry, with 
their demands for compensation for the rent 
money taken from them by the Land act. 
The proposed reforms in Parliamentary pro- 
cedure are, of course, not mentioned in the 
Speech. The Crown has nothing to do with 
such matters, and they are not dealt with 
by act of Parliament requiring the Queen’s 
signature. Obstruction will develop _it- 
self very early in the session, and probably 
in the struggle over the celéture, should 
the Government introduce that measure 
at once, as is expected. All the 
Irish, most of the Conservatives, and 
some Liberals will oppose the attempt to 
close the debate by a majority vote, and it 
is impossible to estimate the probable 
strength of the party which the Government 
can rally to its support. The Conservatives 
may offer only a reasonable opposition, but 
the Irish members will fight it with their 
customary violence. It is the habit of the 
Irish member to dash his head against 
the stone wall with 
of the fate of his Nothing 
is said about the county franchise. Does 
Mr. GLADSTONE fear to bring that impor- 
tant question before an apparently weaken- 
ing majority? The Opposition enters upon 
the work of the session with much confi- 
dence, too much, no doubt. The Govern- 
ment is perhaps not wholly without appre- 
hension, But without some extremely im- 
probable concert of action between the Con- 
servatives, the Irish, and the apostate Whigs 
there is little prospect of a defeat of the 
Ministry in this session.

A FRAUD ON PATRIOTISM. 

Senator Incarus, of Kansas, is a very 
good representative of the men who object 
to the repeal of the Arrears of Pensions 
act. He admits that many frauds have been 
committed under the operation of the law, 
and that frauds are liable to be concocted as 
long as the law remains on the statute-book 
and human nature is unchanged. ‘‘ But 
what of this?’’ he cries; ‘‘ it isno argument 
against a law that it makes deceit and fraud 
possible.’’ Mr. INGALLS is willing to admit, 
too, that the amount of money required 
by the law is tremendous. The sum to be 
drawn from the Treasury, until 1906, is 
$1,264,229,977. What of it, asked Mr. In- 
GALLS, with derision. A few thousands of 
millions of dollars, more or less, are nothing 
to a great country like ours. Why should 
we count the cost where the brave soldiers 
and theirrights are concerned? To him it is 
nothing that these enormous obligations have 
been assumed, and nothing that much of 
the money paid out will be absorbed by 
cheats and swindlers, who care no more for 
the soldier than they do for honesty and 
truth. The bill was passed with a hurrah, 
and there it shall stay. 

Coming down to particulars, Mr. INGALLS 
declares that the opposition tu the Arrears 
of Pensions law comes from those who 
regard the granting of a pension as an act 
of grace or charity, and pensioners as men- 
dicants to whom a pension might be given 
very much as a plate of broken meat might 
be set beforea tramp. It does not follow that 
men who oppose the extravagance favored by 
Mr. Incauuzs, and others, consider disabled 
and pensioned soldiers as beggars. Rather, the 
class of mn to which to Mr. InGAuxs belongs 
regard the soldiers as forever besieging Con- 
gress for back pay, equalized bounties, and 
more pensions. According to the Ingalls 
theory, the ex-soldier is in pressing need ot 
public donations, and he will be holding his 
hat in his hand as long as the Ingalls breed 
of statesmen have seats in Congress. The 
self-respecting American soldier has long 
since gone to work at his legitimate calling, 
whatever his disabilities might be. He 
has received, and is still receiving, 
the pension granted by the laws of 
his country; and with this he was 
satisfied. It has been the custom of the 
Government of the United States from time 
immemorial to allow a pension to run from 
the date of the legal determination of the 
right of the applicant to a pension. It is 
perfectly well known that the agents and 
lobbyists, who have for years subsisted on 
the profits of the pension business, were 
the originators and advocates of the scheme 
by which the cost of the Arrears act 1s to 
be taken from the Treasury. No soldier 
and no friend of the soldier ever dreamed 
of setting up the claim that the pension 
should date back to the day of the dis- 
ability of the applicant, before the lobbyists 
of Washington invented this novel theory. 
The claim scents were well-nigh out of 


work. The pensions had nearly all been 
adjusted. Suddenly, the new trick of ar- 
rears was sprung upen Congress, and new 
life was at once infused into the industry of 
the lobby and the claim agency. 

Another brand-new theory of the support- 
ers ot the Arrears of Pensions act is that the 
payment of a pension is part of an original 
contract to pay the soldier. That is to say, 
when the soldier enlisted, he understcod, and 
the Government understood, that, in case he 
were wounded in the service, he should 
receive a pension for life; and, in 
case he should be killed, those depend- 
ent upon him should be psid the 
pension that would, otherwise, have gone to 
him. But that is certainly an interpolation 
in this alleged contract which provides the 
clause that, in case the right to receive a 
pension shall be established, said pension 
shall be dated back to the day when a dis- 
ability shall have been received. To ante- 
date a pension in this manner is unusual. 
It could have been no part of the con- 
tract, if there were a contract, for the 
reason that this would have been con- 
trary to usage and custom. To the 
distempered imagination of the claim 
agents, the disabled soldier appears as 
hunting through the statutes with a hungry 
eye to discover if the patriotic sacrifices 
which Mr. Ineauus vaunts so highly have 
all been paid for, dollar for dollar. We are 
asked to believe that this self-sacrificing and 
battle-scarred patriot has suddenly discov- 
ered that he did not make any application 
for a pension until a year, or two years, 
after he received his wounds, and that his 
case was not reached in the Pension Office 
until one year later. Therefore, he is en- 
titled to back pay for a period of years be- 
ginning with the date of the wound in bat- 
tle. Mr. In@Auts thinks that the man who 
hesitates to embrace this view of the case 
has “ a cheap and constipated soul.’”’ 

If the Arrears of Pensions act, as it now 
stands on the statute-books, had been de- 
signed to benefit swindlers, lobbyists, and 
the manufacturers of bogus claims, it could 
not have been framed and managed in Con- 
gress with more craftiness. In the first 
place, it broke down and destroyed all exist- 
ing safeguards against fraud and deception. 
The printed reports of the debates upon the 
bill show that its managers steadily refused 
to accept any amendments that were designed 
to protect the Treasury from fraudulent 
claims. The patriotic soldier, it was declared, 
must not be hampered in his path to the 
Pension Office. And with a lying pretense 
to Congress and to the country, it was stren- 
uously urged that the bill would only re- 
quire a few millions to carry out its provi- 
sions. The statement that more than $30,- 
000,000 would be needed was received in the 
House with shouts of derision. Now that 
the bill is a law, it is safe to say that those 
who chiefly benefit by its provisions are 
shysters, dead beats, and land sharks—not 
soldiers, 


THE NEWEST SUBSIDY BILL. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Roprson on 
Monday last to provide Mr. Corpr’s pro- 
posed line of steamers from Montauk to Mil- 
ford Haven with a subsidy places the scheme 
in its true light before the public. When 
the scheme was first mentioned, Tux Times 
pointed out that the real object of its pro- 
jectors was to obtaina subsidy. Undoubt- 
edly steamers can and will carry passengers 
between Milford Haven and some American 
port in six days—in the Summer season; but 
it is capable of mathematical demonstration 
that if these steamers carry passengers only 
and have nothing to do with freight they 
cannot pay their running expenses, not to 
speak of the interest on their cost. A small 
profit might possibly be earned during three 
months of the year, but for the rest of the 
year the owners of the steamers would have 
to pay liberally for the privilege of owning 
and operating them. As tothe project of 
making Montauk Point the American port 
of the proposed express steamers, it does not 
seem probable that travelers will voluntarily 
add to the dangers of the sea the delays and 
discomforts of the Long Island Railroad, the 
eastern part of which is frequently blockaded 
for days together during the Winter season. 

No matter how extremely good Mr. Cor- 
BIN may be, no one imagines that he is anx- 
ious to lose a great deal of money merely in 
order to carry people across the Atlantic in 
six days. Any man, however, can afford to 
lose a hundred thousand dollars in the 
steam-ship business if the Government pays 
him a subsidy of two hundred thousand. 
Mr. Roseson’s bill proposes to pay Mr. 
CorBIn and his associates more than half a 
million dollars for carrying the mails be- 
tween Montauk and Milford Haven. [If this 
bill should pass, it is quite probable that 
the steam-ship company would make money 
in spite of the unprofitable nature of its 
passenger traffic. Mr. Corry commits no 
crime in asking for a subsidy, and in so 
doing is simply pursuing a course which a 
great part of the American people regards as 
perfectly legitimate and proper. It is, how- 
ever, equally proper for Congress to inquire 
what the country is to gain by giving half a 
million annually toa new steam-ship com- 
pany. 

Of course, the mails must be carried from 
this country to foreign countries, but that is 
no reason for introducing the ‘‘star route” 
rate of payments to ocean mail-carriers. Last 
year there was paid for the transportation 
of our mails to all foreign countries by sea a 
little over $239,000. The average length of 
of the passages made by Mr. Corsrn’s new 
steamers throughout the year—provided they 
are built so as to make six-day passages in 
Summer—will probably be longer than those 
made by steamers already afloat. Is it 
worth while to pay to Mr. Corsrn’s line for 
carrying the mails to England once a week 
more than twice the whole amount paid for 
the sea transportation of the mails by all 
other lines? 

Mr. Rosgson’s bill provides that in case 
of war the United States shall have the right 
to use the Corbin steamers for war pur- 
poses. If the whole duty of men-of-war 
consisted in running away, these steamers 
would be admirable additions to our Navy, 
but no naval officer would seriously think of 
using them as cruisers. They would burn 
an enormous quantity of coal, they would 
have no room for stores, and they would 


offer about as much resistance to the ene- 


my’s guns as would a sheet of paper. It 
would be difficult for the United States to 
engage in a maval war without ships, but it 
would be far better for us to have no shins 


at ail than to be hampered with the care 
and cost of Mr. CorsBrN’s steamers. 

The only imaginable public benefit which 
the establishment of the new line of steam- 
ers would confer on the American people is 
the fact that they would display the Ameri- 
can flag. It may be fairly questioned 
whether half a million dollars is not an ex- 
travagant sum to pay for this blessing. It 
is a curious fact that the men who are chiefly 
anxious to see the American flag displayed 
at sea are American ship-builders and per- 
sons desiring subsidies. Of these, Mr. 
Roach has long been the most con- 
spicuous, and now it appears that he 
is anxious to go to France to build 
French steamers which will do their part 
in preventing the revival of American 
commerce, and will display only the French 
flag. When so ardent a lover of the flag 
thus proves faithless and hastens where the 
largest subsidies are to be had, it creates 
some doubt as to the sincerity of those who 
so earnestly clamor for the display of the 
American flag at sea. At any rate, it is 
doubtful if the majority of the American 
people are anxious to spend half a million 
dollars for the sole purpose of displaying the 
flag. It would certainly be cheaper to em- 
ploy half a dozen men like Sergt. Bates 
to constantly travel on English steamers and 
wave the American flag whenever the Cap- 
tain’s back is turned. 

Mr. Corsrin is generally believed to be 
managing the Long Island Railroad remark- 
ably well. Hecannot do better than to con- 
fine his attention to that road and abandon 
his steam-ship project. Will he not consent 
to compromise with Congress and to aban- 
don his claim for a large steam-ship subsidy 
on condition that the Government pays him 
a smaller sum—say $100,000—as a subsidy 
for carrying the mails from Long Island 
City to Greenport? If he agrees to this the 
National Treasury will save at least $400,000, 
and Mr. Corsrn will not incur the risk that 
his steam-ship subsidy—if granted—will be 
some day withdrawn, and he himself ruined 
by the ownership of half a dozen useless 
steam-ships. We find that we did Mr. Cor- 
BIN injustice in stating that there are some 
indications leading to the belief that his 
enterprise is not one undertaken in good 
faithh We have Mr. Corsrn’s assurance 
that he never had greater faith in any enter- 
prise than in this, and that he never enlisted 
in one with a more hearty intention of car- 
rying it through to success. While unable 
to share Mr. Corsrtn’s faith, we have the 
utmost confidence in his sincerity and 
honesty of intention. 


The most remarkable thing about yester-. 


day’s prize-fight is, not that it should have 
been allowed to take place on American 
soil, but that it should have excited very 
general public interest in all parts of 
the country and among all classes of 
men. It is not necessary to moralize 
over the brutality of the proceeding; the 
published details of the encounter are suf- 
ficiently explicit to give a fair idea of the 
revolting side of the contest for ‘‘the 
heavy-weight championship of America.’ 
But it is hardly an instinct of cruelty 
or of delight in suffering which makes 
half the male population of the 
country—from schoolboys and shoeblacks 
to staid men of business—eager to read how 
SuLiLivaNn licked ‘‘ Pappy’? Ryan. Even 
the pleasure to be derived from reading of two 
biackguards being well thrashed is hardly 
satisfied in the present case, for it was 
only one blackguard who was well 
thrashed at Mississippi City yesterday. 
Whether it be pure love of combat, 
admiration of the kind of pluck needed to 
stand up while one’s headis being beaten 
into a jelly, or a certain liking for the ordeal 
by fisticuffs as a method of settling disputes 
between man and man that makes peo- 
ple who are neither roughs, saloon- 
keepers, nor ‘“‘sporting’? men _inter- 
ested in yesterday’s prize-fight, we 
shall not attempt to decide. But the fact 
remains to be gravely considered by moral- 
ists and teachers of youth and age that the 
prize ring, in spite of its unsavory surround- 
ings and base uses, has not lost its power to 
interest and excite a very large proportion of 
the American people. 

As a result, possibly, of the enormous marine 
losses of last year, a disproportionate part of which 
fell on English tonnage, the serviceability of iron 
asa material for ship-building has been brought 
into question. It seems like reviving the notions of 
apast age tothink that we may again be ealled 
upon to discuss the respective merits of wooden 
and iron ships, yet such a future controversy is by 
no means improbable. So faras steam-ships are 
concerned, the advantages of iron and steel for 
building material will not probably be disputed. 
The strainto which the frame of a ship is sub- 
jected by the uneven, and in certain cases the even, 
action of the propeller is one which in a wooden 
hull itis found difficult to overcoma, even with the 
utmost bracing atthe stern. Of course, this ap- 
plies only to large ocean steamers, for small wooden 
propellers may be securely built with very little 
trouble. In an iron vessel, if the strain of thescrew 
or the shaft weakened the stern, new plates or 
rivets could be put in, and after the repair the ves- 
sel would be asstanch as ever; while with a wooden 
craft it would be almost impossible, short of re- 
building her, to correct this defect. With sailing 
vessels the requirements are different, and it is 
in this field, if anywhere, that timber will 
reassert its supremacy. An impression has of late 
gained some currency that, while iron vessels do 
not meet with as many or as severe partial losses 
as wooden vessels, they are more liable to eom- 
plete shipwreck when heavily laden. It may 
turn out that the model of the vessels has had 
more to do with their good luek or their misfor- 
tune than the material used in their construction. 
For the purpose of getting a low registered ton- 
nage the English merchant vessels have for the 
past few years been built on what English naval 
architects admit to be a very defective model, and 
this must have had its effect on their seaworthiness. 
It is certain that of late there has been an alarm- 
ingly large number of iron sailing vessels lest. It is 
possible for those who would argue in favor of 
their relative safety to instance the fact that in all 
of the great sea-ports of the world an iron 
vessel commands a higher rate of freight thana 
wooden ship. But this is due to special reasons 
which are not apparent at first sight. Vessels are 
chartered in most cases by imperters and export- 
ers who carry on their business by means of credits 
obtained at London. To secure these they have to 
guarantee the insurance of the merchandise upon 
which the advances are made, and as the London 
bankers naturally prefer English companies, aud as 
the English companies have a preference to vessels 
built in Engiand—which is equivalent to saying 
iron vessels—it is for the advantage cf an experter 
or importer to have his goods go in iron ships. 
They are consequently in demand to the extent of 
from 6d. to 3s. per ton; but such a demand might 
exist until by long experience their relative want 
of safety had been clearly demonstrated.

These facts are deeply significant, and the outcome 
of the two experiments will be watched with eager 
ness. In China far more than in the sister State of 
Japan Western innovations have met with per 
sistent opposition—not alons from the passivity 
of the Chinese character, but from the biind- 
ness, not to say the obstinacy, of the 
Government itself—and it is altogether like 
ly that the energy and intelligence whicb 
Japan has in late years shown account in consider 
able degree for the change of policy in the Celes 
tial Empire. But there are other important facta 
besides this telegraph line and this arrival in Lon- 
don. China possesses coal, and the mining of it 
has been undertaken in two places, one on the 
Island of Formosa, the other near Tientsin, in the 
North, the first enterprise having been started by 
Government hands. For 1878 thera was an output 
of 14,000 tons, but for the first six months of 1880 it 
was at the rate of 60,000 tons for the year, while it 
is believed that with one or.two more shafts it 
might be increased to 500 tons per day, or 150,000 
tons per year. This coal is of fairly good quality, 
and costs about $134 per ton to mine, being 
sold at $2 50. With this progress in coal-mining 
already made, it ought not to be long before the 
opposition to railroads dies away, as there arq 
signs already that it ultimately will. But the Chi. 
nese are acquiring a merchant fleet, of which tha 
ship to London is one, and those which arrived in 
San Francisco in 1880 are two. With two small 
steamers was started ten years ago a company 
whieh has made its way by Government aid and 
its own industry through direful fimancial situa- 
tions, with mountains of debt, until it now hasa 
fleet of 28 steamers, with a carrying capacity of 
20,000 tons. So late as 1878 it had a borrowed cap 
ital of 3,800,000 taels, against a stock capital of 
751,000 taels; but it was able, from legitimate busi 
ness, to return net earnings of ahout 8 per cent. oz 
the whole 4,500,000 taels. For the past three yeart 
it has done even better than this. The share cap 
ital has been raised to 1,000,000 taels; the bor 
rowed has been reduced to 2,600,000, of which 
1,500,000 is a Government loan, and the net profits 
have been 21 percent. All this has been done in q 
busmess confined almost wholly to the coasting 
trade, but with that enlargement of business of 
which signs are seenin the ships sent to Londog 
and San Francisco, still greater results ought 
speedily to flow. Aboard the ship sent to Londog 
with the tea were several Chinese gentlemen, wha 
intend to establish in London a house for the eon- 
duct of a general Chinese trade.

Some curious studies of electoral methods in 


Greece have been sent to a London newspapes 
from Zante by a correspondent who was present 
at the polling-places during the reeent contest. Hae 
went to Zante prepared to find grave disorders 
common, since the place had been known to him 
by reputation as the most turbulent election dix 
trict in all Greece. What was his surprise, there 
fore, to find “the most complete tranquillity’ 
throughout the whole day, without confusion oy 
dispute, and only the noise of young boys racing 
and cheering through the streets. The voting was 
done in a church—that being the rule in Greece, 
though sometimes a school-house is used—and nd 
one was allowed within the building except the 
officials and the voters, the voters entering by one 
door and passing out by another, sentinels being 
placed at each. The votingis done literally by bal- 
lots and ballot-boxes, as it was in ancient Athens, 
Each box is marked with the candidate’s name, 
and behind it, orin front, stands the candidate's 
personal representative, who presents the voter 
with the ball he casts, but is not allowed to dq 
more than call out the candidate’s name. Persua 
sion of any kind is fordidden. The boxes are sa 
constructed that the voter passes his hand inte a 
tube from which, by throwing the ball to the 
right or left, he votes yes or no, without the specs 
tator being aware which direction the ball hag 
taken. He may cast his ballot for all the candi- 
dates if he likes; in which case, if he vote yes, the 
vote is practically thrown away. If, by any means,’ 
@ man should vote twice—but this is not easy, 
since the ballots are not given out by the offices 
until the moment of voting—the extra vote will ba 
found and thrown out at the counting, a careful 
system of registration providing for this very com 
tingency. When votes are counted, the procesg 
which takes place within the church is witnessed 
and attested by represefitatives of all the candl- 
dates, and the result is heralded by acrier at the 
church door. Nominations are made in Greeca 
after the simplest and most democratic manner. 
Any one may run for an office, and has the right ta 
place a ballot-box in the voting-place, provided he 
has been proposed by asufficient number of friends 
and has paid a fee of 200f. The elections, however, 
are collective after a manner which permits combi- 
nations among the various candidates equal to the 
number of offices to be filled,so that the issue ig 
usually confined to narrow limits. Men do not 
necessarily vote in the election districts in which 
they live. They vote in the district to which theis 
names, by an alphabetical arrangement, assign 


them.

The library elephant in Washington is 
brought to mind again by the annual report of Mr 
Srorrorp, the librarian. In 1876 the library wad 
reported to contain 300,000 volumes, the Boston 
Public being the only one in the country closely ap- 
proaching it in size. The number is now given ag 
420,092, against 396,788 a year ago. A year ago it 
was estimated that sixteen years at the then rate 
of increase would bring the total up to a million 
and a half; but, as we pointed out at the time, that 
Was an over-estimate, because the rate of growth 
bears no relation to the size already attained. The 
increase in 1876-80 was at the rate of about 25,000 
annually, and that reported for 1881 is 23,304; six- 
teen years at the last named would bring the total 
to 798,000. A bill passed the last Senate providing 
a fire-proof building contiguous to the Capitol, and 
is pending now. Astructure more ambitious has 
been planned by the architect whom the Capitol 
more or less ‘“‘keeps.”” It was to cover 300 by 450 
feet, about three acres, and not much 
smaller than Memorial Halli and its are 
annex at the Centennial. A central reading- 
room was proposed for immediate constrac- 
tion, supplied with alcoves having attached aq 
outer circle for books in stacks, with two wing 
buildings for miscellaneous eopyrighted matter and 
offices; a quadrangular building, constructed in 
sections like children’s block-houses, was to follow 
as fast as needed, and $5,000,000 was to be tho ulti. 
mate cost. The central part was to contain 1,250,- 
000 volumes, and the entire building, exclusive of 
shelf-room on walis and corridors, 10,185,000; thera 
are only three libraries in the world reported to 
contain more than a million volumes, and the maxi- 
mum contemplated in this ambitious plan is much 
greater than the vaguely estimated number of 
boos=sia the world. Washington is a growingcity, 
of 150,000 present population, but nobody has yet 
put forward any plea that the Government should 
collect or maintain a library for the benefit of Wash- 
ington City. If service to scholars and literary 
men generally is professed, and the capital 
is to be a Mecca of literary resort, choice selec- 
tion, not mere mass, must determine the value 
of the collection. As for Congress, the need of in- 
formation by its membersis painfully demonstrated 
every year, and an investment of millions would be 
economical for the country if it could only secure 
honesty, sincerity of purpose, and intelligent in- 
quiry as the basis of legislation; but Congressmeu 
are not noticeably readers, at least in session time, 
and the recorded wisdom ef all time in books 
would hardly do much to avert the enforced coin- 
age of clipped dollars and voting away of unknown 
millions for pension agents. Of course, the booka 
must be kept under cover, if at all, and, of course, 
there is immense value in them that demands fire- 
proof shelter; also, of course, if addition without 
subtractioz is to be the rule, there will be literally 
no limit to the building required. The only 
remedy is to do what any private person dues 
when he finds occasion—wirnow his collection of 
what has least value for him. A law as old as 1848 
(section 86, Revised Statutes) empowers the joint 
committee on the library to “ exchange or other- 
wise dispose of duplicate, injured, or wasted books 
of the library, or documents, or any matter in the 
library not deemed proper to it, as they deem 
best.” By sale, gift, exchange, or, at worst, the 
paper mill, the useless mass could be disposed of, 
thus reducing the size of this elephant attained 
under the Copyright law, which threatens to de- 
your the recipient in maintenance. A present 
working library of 50,000 to 100,000 volumes would 
be ample, and all else which has value to any ra- 
tional human being could be sent where it might 
do some good. But an unwinnowed library that 
grows without discretion, merely by the operations 
of publishers, deserves no such name, and its chief 
object seems to be to serve as occasion for the 
building mania, which is rational onlyso far as it is 
bent to private caim. 
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TAMMANY AGAIN BOLTS 
FEARFUL OF BEING CHEATED IN 
THE MATTER OF COMMITTEES. 
“LEAVING THE ASSEMBLY CAUCUS — THE 
REGULARS RENOMINATE THE FIRST 
LIST—-TAMMANY REHEARSING ITS GRIEV- 
ANCE—LITTLE HOPE OF SENATE ORGAN- 

IZATION. 

Ausany, Feb. 7.—A new and entirely 
unexpected turn was given to affairs by the 
withdrawal of the Tammany Assemblymen 
from the Democratic caucus which was 
held in the Assembly Chamber to-night. 


It was perfectly understood by the 
Tammany members, as well as by 
everybody else in the chamber, that 
the caucus would renominate the list of nomi- 
nees, from Mr. Bunn, for Clerk, down to the 
Assistant Door-keepers, which the regular 
Democrats agreed last Thursday to rescind. 
Major Haggerty, who made his first appear- 
ance in Albany to-day, and who at once iden- 
tified himself with the cause of Tammany, even 
kegreed to nominate Mr. Bunn, The caucus 
was called to order a few minutes after 8 
o'clock, and the Tammany Assemblymen were 
all in their seats, This had hardly been 
done when messengers from Gen. Spinola and 
Sachem Kearney hurried down the aisles and 
whispered to Major Haggerty and one or 
two of his Tammany associates. The next 
moment Major Haggerty asked leave for the 
Tammany delegation to withdraw for a 
few moments’ consultation. This was a sur- 
prise that mystified everybody. It was grazted, 
however. Tammany’s spokesman reappeared 
and announced thatit was the desire of him- 
self and colleagues to have the caucus adjourn 
gntil 10 o’elock to-morrow morning. At this 
juncture Mr. Newman, of Kings, announced 
that Mr. Moss had withdrawn from the contest 
for the Clerkship. A motion was made to 
adjourn, which was favored by both Mr, Keys 
end Mr. Higgins, of the Harmonizing Com- 


mittee, which secured Speaker Pat- 
terson’s election. Major Haggerty urged 
the adjournment, ‘not in the _ in- 
terest of a class plotting for power,” 
he said, “‘but in entirely good faith.”’ The 
motion was lost by 38 to 14, and the Tammany 
men, who were awaiting the result, filed out of 
the chamber. 

It was evident from the smiles of members 
of the County Democracy that this was a re- 
result that afforded them complete satisfac- 
tion. Mr. Buns, the Sergeant-at-Arms, and 
the Door-keeper were then nominated by 
acclamation, and with no other in- 
terruption than another attempt to 
reeure an adjournment to the hour named by 
Tammany. This was made by Mr. Higgins 
immediately after the somination of the Clerk, 
who said he was anxious that the Tammany 
men “should come in and take part in the 
caucus as they had agreed to do, adding that 
there must be good greunds for the step they 
had taken. Mr, Shanley, of Kings, said sar- 
castically that, having nominated a Clerk, he 
was now quite willing te defer to the political 
sagacity of Mr, Higgins, Mr. McClelland, of 
Vew- York,speaking for the County Democracy, 
contributed te Mr. Higgins’s diseomfort by de- 
manding to know what these good grounds 
were to which the gentleman had referred. 
The members who had their own eandidates 
fer the petty offices now took fright 
\t the proposition to adjourn, fearing that 
Tammany had designs upon the offices of 
Sergeant-at-Arms and Door-keepers, and, fall- 
Ing into the trap which Mr. Shanley, who was 
in reality opposed to adjeurnment, had set for 
them, at once voted down the motion. 

This action of the eaucus again shuts the 
joor in Tammany’s face, to the intense delight 
pf the County Democracy of New-York. It 
confirms, moreover, the opinion that Tam- 
Many’s support of Speaker Patterson was 
secured through some understanding in regard 
to the composition of the Speaker’s committees, 
When the Tammany men consented to aid in 
slecting Speaker Patterson they denied with 
much emphasis—and the denial was reiterated 
by Mr. Patterson and the various members of 
the harmonizing committee—that any bargain 
had been made. It was published in these 
columns at the time that the basis of agree- 
ment was the appointment ef either Tam- 
many men or Tammany sympathizers upon 
the Cities and Railroads Committees. The 
proceedings of to-night fully confirm this 
view. The Tammany men say now that they 
suspect that some unfair advantage will be 
taken of them in the selection of these commit- 
tees, and they do not propose to help elect any 
more nominees of regulars until satisfied they 
are to be fairly treated. They point out the fact 
that Commissioner of Public Works Thomp- 
jon, of New-York, and some of the representa- 
jives of the Manning party have been mysteri- 
vusly busy for the past two days. These agents 
tay Tammany has brought all the influence 
ye bear on Mr. Patterson which they possess. 
It reached their ears a few moments before 8 
Yelock to-night that Mr. Patterson had 
10t fixed upom the members of _ the 
two committees. As they insisted upon 
knowing who those members are likely to be, 
and as the information was not forthcoming it 
was decided to withdraw from the caucus. 
‘While we do not accuse Mr. Patterson of 
jishonest intentions, we desire to be satisfied 
that these committees shall be appointed as it 
was originally understeod they should be. 
We are not going to fall victims to the treach- 
sry of the County Democrats or any other 
Democrats. If we canreceive the proper assu- 
rances before noon to-morrow, wesball doubt- 
ess go into the Assembly prepared to elect Mr. 
Bunr, and all the other nominees of the cau- 
tus.”? Meanwhile Speaker Patterson gives no 
sign, either as to the composition of the 
rommitttees or the day of their announcement. 
He has been at work behind locked doors for 
the greater part of three days upon the list. 

This latest phase of the Democratic wrangle, 
more fully perhaps than anything that has 
preceded it, illustrates their want of lead- 
trship and their utter incapacity to manage 
sven the most petty affairs without making 
most stupid blunders. Add to this their 
treachery toward one another, and the specta- 
tle which .the party presents in public is suffi- 
riently disgraceful to destroy all hopes ofa 
Democratic ws, woes 4 in the Legislature of 
this State for a long time to come, 

The result of the Assemply caucus destroys 
eny hope which may have been indulged in 
that Tammany would aid in the organization 
of the Senate. Having been cheated, as she 
claims, in the bargain or understanding by 
which she was induced to vote for the regular 
nominee for Speaker, she will not risk a repe- 
tition of the same thing in the Senate. The 
prospect of an organization in the upper 
house in the regular way is therefore 
ao better than it was five weeks ago. 
{t can only be done by _ Repubii- 
can: votes, and there are no indications 
that these will be forthcoming. The last al- 
ternative will be to abandon all further at- 
tempts to elect a President pro tem. at pres- 
pat, and provide for standing committees in 
some other way. The plan mooted this 
evening is to select one Democratie and one 
Republican Senator—Jaeobs and Mc€arthy 
probably—and authorize them to make up the 
sonmmittees either alone or in conjunction with 
the Lieutenant-Governor, their work to be 
subject to the appreval of a majority of the 
Renate. Kailing in this, the Senate can fall 
back on Mr. Daly’s proposition to do without 
standing committees and refer all bills to the 
Committee of the Whole. 

Since the adjournment of the caucus there 
has been another conference between the Tam- 
pany men and the caucus committee which 
arrauged the settlement resulting in Speaker 
Patterson’s election. Their deliberations, how- 
ever, resulted in effecting no settlement of the 
voing at issue.

THE VANDERBILT-GOWEN COMBINATION— 
THE ADVISORY COMMISSION—HANNIBAL 
AND ST. JOSEPH’S DiFFICULTIES. 

Since Mr. William H. Vanderbilt used his 
strength to secure the election of Mr. Franklin B. 
Gowen as President of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad there has been a great deal of talk 
about a powerful combination between the two. 
Mr. Gowen has made no secret of the fact that an 
arrangement existed between Mr. Vanderbilt 
and himself which he insisted would be 
mutually advantageous. Mr. Gowen was at 
the office of his company in this City yesterday 


afternoon, and explained how both his own and the 
Vanderbilt interests would be benefited. The 
Reading, as it is commonly termed, owns 33 per 
cent. in area and 46 per cent. in tonnage 
of all the anthracite territory in Pennsylvania 
—in short, about as much as the other six 
anthracite companies put together. The Reading 
runs up to Williamsport, Peun., and branch lines 
run down from the New-York Central at Lyons, N. 
Y., to Antrim, Penn. By building a road 75 miles 
jong, from Williamsport to Stokesdale, which is to 
be done at once, the Reading and the Central sys- 
tem will be connected. Thus, Mr. Gowen said, the 
Reading would secure a market for its coal and 
Mr. Vanderbilt would secure an increase of traflic. 
The branch of 75 miles will form a link in the line 
by the Vanderbilt and Reading roads to the coast. 
Mr. Gowen laughed at the idea of shutting the 
Pennsylvania Road out of Long Branch by the pur- 
chase of the Camden and Atlantic Railroad. 

The third member of the * Advisory Commis- 
sion” appointed to take evidence before:mercantile 
and commercial bodies in the sea-board cities on 
the differential freight rate {question and report to 
the trunk line pool was heard from yesterday. The 
commission will consist of Judge T. M. Cooley, of 
Ann Arbor, Mich,; ex-Senator Allen G. Thurman, 
of Columbus, Ohio, and ex-Minister Washburne, of 
Chicago, Ill. The three gentlemen accepted the 
appointment unconditionally, Commissioner Fink 
said; therefore, the roads, or any one of them, will 
not be bound to accept the decision of the Com- 
missioners if it is umsatisfactory. The last to re- 
turn a reply was Mr. Washburne. He wasin Little 
Rock, Ark., and for that reason the eorrespondence 
was delayed. The commission will meet on Mon- 
day next to organize. lt is discretionary with the 
members when they shall begin their labors and 
render their report. They are expected to hear 
testimony in New-York first. 

The Central Vermont Railroad has failed to com- 
ply with the last passenger;rate arrangements and 
advance its rates. The cause of this is a disagree- 
ment between it and the Boston and Albany ia re- 
gard tothe fare from Boston to Montreal. Com- 
missioner Fink was in correspondence with the two 
roads yesterday, and anticipated uo trouble in ad- 
justing the difficulty. 

A letter to Tae Tres from the West says that 
the State of Missouri has defaulted in the payment 
of the interest due Jan. 1 on the bonds issued in 
aid of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad, and 
asks for light on the subject. Mr. William Dowd, 
the President of the road, said last night-that in 
January a year ago the company notified the 
Governor that it was going to pay $3,000,000 to the 
State for bonds loaned tothe road. Gov. Critten- 
den sent a Message to the Legislature apprising 
it of the intended payment, and asking for legisla- 
tion to enable the Fund Commissioners to invest 
the money. The desired action was taken, and the 
Treasurer was sent to New-York to reeeive the 
money. He certified to the Governor that the 
money was paid to him under the act of 1865. Last 
July the State paid the iaterest on the bonds which 
the railroad company had been paying for 12 years. 
Last January the State neglected to pay the 
interest. The bonds expire in 188 and 1887, 
and it is obligatory on the State to 
pay principal and interest, as the act of 
1865 gave the road the right te repay them when 
they were able. ‘The State has begun proceedings 
to attach the Hannibal and St. Joseph Road and 
sell it. The road has made a motion for ar injunc- 
tion to restrain the State, which will be argued in 
St. Louis to-day. Mr. Dowd said he had no fears 
of the ultimate result of the peculiar and inexplica- 
ble proceeding. John 8. Stanton, of the firm of 
George K. Sistare’s Sons, dealers in State securi- 
ties, characterized the action of the State of Mis- 
souri as an outrage. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7.—If, at the direction 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, the 
United States District Attorney here secures the 
dissolution of the injunction obtained by the Read- 
ing Railroad Company against the collection of in- 
ternal revenue tax on wages certificates, the Col- 
lector will then proceed to sell the 80 locomotives 
and other rolling stock which he seized two years 
ago in satisfaction of the debt. These wages certifi- 
cates amounted to $4,780,000, upon which the Gov- 
ernment levied a 10 per cent. tax. When the roll- 
ing stock was seized the railroad secured an in- 
junction pending suit for relief. A bill was also 
framed to grant release of payment, but Con- 
gress defeated it. 

The stockholders of the Huntingdon and Broad 
Top Mountain Railroad Company held their annual 
meeting this afternoon. The annual report shows 
that the net earnings for the past year were $183.- 
868 49, being an increase of $16,055 45 as compared 
with the previous year. The report also shows 
that the ‘read passed out of the hands of Trustees 
on Jan. 28. The increased traftio derived from 
the George’s Creek Road into the Cumberland coal- 
field, which was compieted May last, is alluded to. 
It is proposed to build additional cars to accom- 
modate this trade. whieh is two-thirds of the prod- 
uct of the entire region. The early construction of 
the South Pennsylvania and Pittsburg and Atlantic 
Roads iuto the region is contemplated. B. Andrews 
Knight was elected President for the ensuing year. 


San Francisco, Feb. 7.—In conformity 
with a request contained ina dispatch from Messrs. 
Stanford and Huntington, of New-York, Charles 
Crocker, President of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company, drew up a contract to-day for the 
construction of a line from Mohave toa point to be 
agreed upon by the officers of the Southern Pacific 
and the Atlantic and Pacific Companies. Arrange- 
ments are being made for men and material to 
push the work. 

The Board of Supervisors last night passed to 
print the Ocean Shore Railway franchise, after 
striking out the clause permitting future corpora- 
tions the use of the track on payment of 7 per cent. 
per annum on the cost of construction. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 7.—An injunction was ap- 
piied for here to-day by a shareholder, to restrain 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company from guaran- 
teeing the bonded debt and interest thereon of its 
new Western connections until the liabilities un- 
der the agreement are ascertained and determined. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7.—The Southern Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, owning a line of road from 
the Pennsylvania State Line, where it connects 
with the LehighValley system to Fair Haven,on Lake 
Erie, defaulted on its first mortgage bonds on the 
ist inst. The first mortgage Is for $1,500,000, and 
and the second for $600,000, of which $400,000 
is guaranteed by the Lehigh Valley. In- 
terest on the latter has been paid 

romptly. The net earnings of the road 
care. however, proved insufficient to meet the in- 
terest and there is now quite a large floating debt 
besides some overdue coupons on tke 
second mortgage and some funded coupons. A 
private meeting was held in New-York recently 
and it was unanimously agreed to exchange the 
old bonds for new mortgage bonds at 5 per cent. 
This will be for $3,000,000, and the new 
bonds wiil be exchanged for the old and 
at par. The holders of the funded coupons and 
the unguaranteed second mortgage bonds will 
have to submit to some reduction of prin- 
ciple. There was no objection raised at the 
meeting, and the Lehigh Valley will agree 
to the change as far as its holding is concerned. 
The new issue will be large enough to 
afford a balance of $250,000 for repairing 
the road and relaying it with steel rails, 
and the fixed charge owing to a reduction of tho 
rate of interest will not be increased. The Hon. 
Thomas C. Platt is President of the road, and its 
main office is at Auburn. 
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A WIFE’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


A SENSATION IN A VIRGINIA TOWN-—A LET- 
TER FOUND IN THE ROAD. 

BucHANAN, Va., Feb. 7.—The disappear- 
ance of aladyin Alleghany County of the highest 
sociai position, under the most mysterious circum- 
stances, has created intense excitement in this 
county. The particulars are these: Last evening 
Mrs. William M, Hughes, a lady of position and of 
culture, left her home in Alleghany County, about 
Seven miles north-east of Alleghany Station, with 
the design of visiting a neighbor several miles dis- 


tant. Asshe did not return at a reasonable hour 
in the evening, her husband started alon 
the road she had taken in search o 
her. Reaching the foot of Chestnat Mountain, 
where the road forks, his feelings may better be 
imagined than described when he discovered a‘ 
quantity of yarn, which his wife had taken with 
her to be spun, fastened to the standard of an 
abandoned wagon. Accompanying it was this mis- 
sive: “ You will not see me any more. I hope God 
will take care of our little family, and trust I may 
meet them in heayen. Good-bye.” There is abso- 
lutely nothing to throw aray of light upon the 
mystery. Mrs. Hughes had reached her neighbor's 
house, whence she had wy Spr after attaining 
the object of her visit. She had started home early 
in the morning. and nothing at all unusual had been 
observed in her conduct. She was cheerful and 
pleasant. according to her wont. 

The busband, half distracted, returned to his 
home. The alarm spread, and in a littie while a 
band of neighbors was scouring the mountains. 
Their blazing torches illuminated the darkness as 
they hunted every defile for miles around for 
traces of the missing woman. The search availed 
nothing and it was abandoned. The inexplicable 
disappearance under such circumstances of a lady 
of Mrs. Hughes’s character and position in 
society has of course deeply agitated the whole 
community. The lady was a native of Fluvanna, 
where the family connections are numerous and 
respectable. She was a woman of education and 
refinement. Her household was one of the pleas- 
antest in the connty—no jarring or discord. She 
was manifestly happy in the relation which has 
been so suddenly and mysteriously sundered.

THE CHESAPKAKE SHIP CANAL. 


——_~e——— 
PLANS FOR THE ENTERPRISE—PHILADEL- 


PHIA MERCHANTS APPROVING IT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7.—The scheme to con- 


nect the Chesapeake and Delaware Bays by a ship 
canal is again being agitated in Philadelphia and 
Baltimore mercantile circles, and great interest is 
felt in the probable action of Congress on the sub- 
ject. Col. W. P. Craighill, after whom is named 
the main channel of the Chesapeake Bay, and N. 
H. Hutton, have surveyed the proposed courses of 
the canal, and their report has just been submitted 
to Congress by the War Department. Philadelphia 
business men are inclined to favor the projeet, not 
because it will advance the shipping interests of 
Baltimore, but on the ground that it will increase 
the importance of the Delaware Breakwater and 
make the point the leading port of call on the At- 
lantic coast. There are seven proposed routes, the 
estimated cost of which range from $8,000,000 to 
$41,500,000 feach. The distance traveled by vessels 
going northward from Baltimore by way of.the capes 
and passing 10 or 12 miles outside of the Delaware 
Breakwater, is about 825 miles, which is a trip of 
83 hours for steamers. By the shortest canal route 
the distance to the Breakwater would be only 150 
miles, and by the largest about 200 miles. Lewes 
is named as the coast terminus of three of the lines, 
and they are viewed with most favor by most per- 
sons in this city who have examined the various 
routes. 

The canal is to be 100 feet wide at the bottom, 26 
feet deep at low water, and 178 feet wide on the 
surface at ebb tide. The locks are estimated to be 
60 feet by 600 in the chambers, and are intended to 
pass vessels drawing from 2244 to 23 feet. Owing 
to the alluvial character of much of the country 
through which the canal will pass and 
the ability to utilize hundreds of small 
water courses, the cost of construction 
will be comparatively light, and the work can be 
pushed forward with great rapidity. The Chesa- 
peake Bay and Delaware River have long been con- 
nected by a shallow canal, through which pro- 
pellers and schoouers can pass. This canal is 13 
miles long, and has been in use since July 4, 
1829, It cost $2,225,000, of which one-fifth 
was paid by the United States, $100,000 
by Pennsylvania, $50,000 by Maryland, $25,000 by 
Delaware, and the remainder by citizens of the 
States. In 1872 the Maryland and Delaware Ship 
Cana] Company was chartered by the State. It was 
named, but nothing came of the move- 
ment. In speaking of the present agitation 
of the subject, William Brockie, President 
of the Philadelphia Maritime Exchange, 
said to-day: ‘“‘Ithink the project one of 
great importance to commercial circles, for all 
such improvements are, in the long run, for the 
general good. The canal will put Baltimore 150 
miles nearer the Breakwater than it is now, and 
have a good effect on the grain and oil trades. 
Philadelphia will be benefited in many indirect 
ways. The importance of the Delaware Break- 
water, which is the pride of Pennsylvania 
shipping merchants, will be increased asa port of 
call. [have heard the matter very generally dis- 
cussed within the past day ortwo, and every one 
seems to look on it with favor and hopes that the 
project will be carried out. Ido not know of any 
antagonism,”

THE PROJECTORS BEFORE THE RAILROAD 

COMMITTEE OF CONNECTICUT. 
HaRtForD, Conn., Feb. 7.—There was a 
large attendance before the Legislative Committee 
on Railroads at the opening of the hearing this 
afternoon, on the petition for a charter for ax air 
line between New-York and Boston. The act of 
incorporation styles the proposed road the New- 
York, Connecticut and Boston Railway, and pro- 
vides fora capital stock of $10,000,000, with the 
privilege or increasing to $20,000,000. The corpora- 
tors named are: Marshall Jewell, Hartford; Jared 


E. Redfield and W. C. Hough, Essex; Charles L. 
Mitchell and Henry G, Lewis, New-Haven; C, 8. 
Smith and Henry R. Towne, Stamford; Horace 
C. Wilcox, Meriden; Sidney Turner, E. 
Winslow Williams, D. 4H. Darling. and 
H. H. Osgood, Norwich; J.°:S. Parsons 
and Samuel Bingham, Windham; Samuel C. Ely, 
Lyme; Joseph Poole and S. H. Witherbee, New- 
York. The company can organize when $2,000,000 
of stock issubscribed. The petitioners were repre- 
sented before the committee by ex-Congressman 
Kellogg ana T. M. Maltby, and G. W, Phillips, of 
Putnam, was present to look after the interests of 
the New-York and New-England Road, and Lynde 
Harrison appeared for the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Road. Mr. Phillips said he did 
not know that his road would oppose the 
charter. The surveys for the route were 
put in and explained by Mr. N. B. 
Schubarth, a civil engineer of Providence. 
From these it appeared that the road is surveyed 
nearly parallel to the present road between New- 
York and New-Haven; thence easterly, north of 
the Shore Line Road, to Essex, on the Connecticut 
River, thence to Norwich and Voluntown, on the 
Rhode Island line. The whole distance in Con- 
necticut ft 113 miles, and the estimates per mile for 
a double track, steel rail, foot up $78,750, or a total 
for construction in Connecticut of $8,898,750. The 
maximum grade is 52 feettoamile. The charter 
is to be void unless the road is completed by 1889.

CINCINNATI WATER SUPPLY. 
SS 
A PROJECT TO BUY THE PRESENT WORKS 
AND CONTINUE SERVICE. 

CINCINNATI Feb. 7.—A new solution of the 
problem of a water supply has been suggested. It 
is that a company of capitalists purchase from the 
city the present water-works, enlarge the pumping 
facilities, and, if thought best, remove the pumps 
to Markley farm, 10 miles up the river, guarantees 
being given to the city that the charges for water 


shall never be higher than at the present 
time. The plan is as yet in a crude form, 
but it has been carefully considered by sev- 
eral heavy capitalists. A meeting, it is said, 
will be held soon, when the proposition will 
be putimto vroper shape. The projectors argue 
that this plan would relieve the city of taxation to 
he amount of the interest on the value of the 
present works and from the necessity of submit- 
ting to an inoreased rate of taxation for the en- 
largemeut of the present works. They say that 
they can build new works much cheaper than the 
city can, and that they can maintain the service at 
a much smaller cost. It is estimated that the pres- 
ent works are worth $8,000,000 and that it 
will require $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 more to enlarge 
the service and remove the pumps to Markley farm. 
The organization which is proposed shall take hold 
of it will be a joint stock company, with a capital 
of $10,000,000. No expression of public opinion as 
to the advisability of accepting such an offer has 
= been secured. The feeling latterly, however, 
as been rather the other way, the purchase by the 
city of the gas-works having been seriously sug- 


gested.

FRIGHTENED HALIFAX AUTHORITIES. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Feb. 7.—S. Cunard 
& Oo., agents of the Allan Line, have published a 
letter justifying Capt. Ritchie, of the steamer Pe- 
ruvian, in coming up the harbor with a small-pox 
ease on board his vessel, the health of the port not 
being endangered thereby. They say the facts are 


as follows: The Peruvian arrived in the harbor at 
1:80 o’elock Sunday morning with every appear- 
ance of a south-easterly gale coming on. There 
was a case of small-pox on board, which, from its 
first appearance, had been kept isolated in one of 
the ship’s hospitals forward, and the patient at- 
tended by a friend, a feliow-passenger who had 
had the disease. Capt. Ritchie knowing there were 
no signs of the disease among the other passengers, 

roceeded tothe wharf instead of anchoring be- 
ow, a mile south of George’s Island, as called for by 
the quarantine regulations, not considering it safe 
to keep his ship there at this season of the 
year with ba weather threatening. On 
arriving at the wharf a strict quarantine was kept, 
no person being allowed on board until Dr. Wick- 
wire arrived, excepting Dr. Moren, who arrived 
first, being sent for under ths impression that Dr. 
Wickwire was ill. The mails were landed and the 
ship proceeded to the stream, where she remained 
all day Sunday. During the severe easterly gale 
and snow-storm which prevailed on Sunday even- 
ing the small-pox patient and his attendant were 
conveyed by Dr. Wickwire to the hospital on Law- 
lor’s Island. The Peruvian, after the removal of 
the patient and his attendant, the weather having 
moderated, came to the wharf about midnight on 
Sunday, and the through and steerage passengers 
went forward by train to-day. Had the Peruvian 
remained below on Sunday morning it would have 
been some hours before communication could have 
been had with her, her arrival happening as it did 
at nignt, and the mails of all Canada would have 
been much delayed.

THE DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


ELIJsH WARD. 

The Hon. Elijah Ward died at Roslyn, Long 
Island, yesterday morning. Mr. Ward was for 
many years a prominent figure in local and nation- 
al politics. He was born at Sing Sing Sept. 16, 
1816, and was at the time of his death in his sixty- 
sixth year. He received his early education in the 
common schools of his native place, and was de- 
signed by bis parents for a mercantile career. He 
came to this City in 1838, and entered a business 
house. His fondness for study, however, was 
great, and, discontented with the rewards to be 
gained by a business life, he entered the law office 
of his uncle, Major-Gen. Aaron Ward, who was 
then in Congress as Representative from West- 
chester County. He prosecuted his studies for 
soi.e time under his uncle’s direction, and in 1838 
entered the Law School of the University of New- 
York, then a young institution numbering among 
its Professors the Hon. Benjamin F. Butler, the 
Hon. William Kent, afterward Chancellor of 
the State of New-York, and William Graham. 


He was elected President of the Mercantile Li- 
brary Association of this City in 1839, an institution 
in which he had long taken an active interest. He 
was a thorough student of political economy, 
which he began to study early in life. Inthe year 
1843 he was admitted to the practice of the law, 
graduating from the office of the Hon. W. W. 
Campbell, with whom he was at the time studying. 
About the year 1853 he was made Judge-Advocate 
of the State of New-York and appointed on Gov. 
Seymour's staff, with the rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. About this time he beganto take an active 
part in polities, and in 1857 he was elected to Con- 
gress over George Briggs, the *candidate of the 
“Native American” ticket, and Gen. James W 
Nye, the Republican aspirant. Mr. Ward was a 
consistent Democrat in political faith. On the 31st 
of March, 1858, he spekein Congress on the ‘*Na- 
tionality of the Democratic Party and its 
Importance to the Union,’ urging the grant- 
ing to Kansas of the powers of State gov- 
ernment. He was a member of the Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia in the 
Thirty-fifth Congress. In 1858 he was defeated for 
Corgress, but was returned from his district in 
1860, taking his seat in the Thirty-seventh Con- 
gress,and being elected in 1862 to the Thirty- 
eighth. He served successively on the Committees 
on Rouds and Canals and on Commerce. During 
Presideat Jackson’s Administration Mr. Ward took 
a prominent position against the nullification doc- 
trines. In 1864 he ran again for Congress, but was 
defeated by the Republican candidate, the Hon. 
Henry J. Raymond. He went to Europe the fol- 
lowing year, spending some months in foreign 
travel. In October, 1874, he again came into prom- 
inence as the Democratie candidate for Congress, 
and was elected over the Hon. John D. Lawson. 
In running for re-election in 1876 he was defeated 
by Gen. McCook. While he occupied the position 
of Judge-Advocate and Brigadier-General a pres- 
entation sword and gold gorget were given him, 
trophies he always preserved with great care, and 
of which he was very proud.

COL. WILLIAM WARD TOMPKINS. 
Col. Wiliam Ward Tompkins, a veteran of 
the war of 1812 and of the Mexican war, died last 
evening at the residence of his son-in-law, A. H. 
Pride, at No. 376 Willis-avenue, aged 88 years. Col. 
Tompkins was born in Greenburg, near White 
Plains, in 1794. When he was 18 years of age 
he settled in New-York City. At the 
breaking out of the war of 1812 he joined 
the Army, and received a commission as Lieuten- 
ant, and was stationed near Fort Greene. Subse- 
quently he entered mercantile life, but took a very 
active interest in the local Militia. In 1826 he raised 
and organized a company called the Tompkins 
Blues, which subsequently merged into the Light 
Guard, and then into the Old Guard. The company 
was named the Tompkins Biues in honor of 
Col. Tompkins’s cousin, Gov. D. D. Tompkins, 
of New-York, who afterward beeame Vice-Pres- 
ident of the United States. In 1832 deceased 
was appointed by President Jackson Cap- 
lain in the Second United States Dragoons, 
and after recruiting his company in New-York he 
was ordered to Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, to 
join the regiment under the command of Col. D. 
Twiggs. After remaining there for some time the 
regiment was ordered to repair to Florida to assist 
in the suppression of the Seminole war. It was 
decided to march to the seat of war. Two or 
three days after the regiment had started Col. 
Twiggs was taken sick, and the command was 
turned over to Capt. Tompkins as senior Captain. 
After 40 or 50 days’ hard march Capt. Tomp- 
kins brought the regiment to Florida in 
excellent condition without the loss of a 
single man or horse, and reported to Gen. Taylor, 
who was then in command. He participated in 
several battles, and was finally ordered to a post, 
where he remained for some time, until ill-health 
compelled him to release his command, and he was 
ordered to New-York to recruit his bealth. His 
recovery was so slow that his family persuaded 
him to resign his position, and he resumed mercan- 
tile business. In 1847 he was tendered a commis- 
sion inthe Tenth United States Infantry, and re- 
paired to Mexico under his old commander, Gen. 
Taylor, who ordered him to take the post at the 
city of Meir, of which he remained Governor until 
the close of the war, when his regiment was 
ordered to New-York and there mustered out of 
service. On the breaking out of the war of the re- 
bellion Col. Tompkins was appointed by Gov. Morgan 
the examining ofticer*of the volunteering officers, 
He was a prolific writer on military subjects, and 
was the first editor of the Army and Navy Journal 
and the Military Magazine. Of \ate years he did not 
take any active part in military affairs, but was 
greatly interested in the State Militia. His death 
was due to the infirmities of old age, but he re- 
tained his intellectual faculties to the last. He 
leaves behind one son and two daughters, all of 
whom are married. The funeral wil] take place to- 
morrow from No. 876 Willis-avenue, and the re- 
mains will then be taken to White Plains for inter- 
ament in the family plot. 


PROF, ANTHYME BERNARD. 

Prof. Anthyme Bernard died suddenly on 
on Monday at his residence, No. 54 East Forty-ninth- 
street, in the seventieth year of hisage. Prof. Ber- 
nard was noted for his attainments in mathematics, 
and has acted for the last six or seven years 4s pri- 
vate tutor to a number of young men. He had just 
finished an engagement with a pupil when he was 
arrested by the stroke of apoplexy that ended his 
life. He was bornin Havre, France, in the year 
1812, and there received his education. His father, 
who was in the revolution of 1789, and _ re- 


called its events with vivid accuracy and 
realism, died only recently at the advanced 
age of ©. Prof. Bernard was a 0»play- 
mate and intimate of the elder Con- 
dert. The Bernards came to the United States 
some 40 years ago and first established a school in 
St. Mark’s-place, then one of the most fashionabie 
quarters of the City. When the general movement 
of fashionable people further up town left St. 
Mark’s-place to humbler tenants, Prof. Bernard 
followed his patrons and opened the establishment 
in West Thirty-third-street. Among his pupils 
were, in 1867, the eight sonsfof William F. Abraham, 
James W. Beekman, W. P. Clason, the De Cordovas, 
Eugene Keteltas, the Messrs. George and Schuyler 
Livingston, George W. McLean, <A. Ward 
Morris, grandson of the late Gen. George 
P. Morris; Henry G. Stebbins, the two 
sons of Gerard Stuyvesant, Livingston E. Thorn, 
xudolph A. Witthaus, Louis de Bebian, and others, 
whose names are familiar in society, commerce, or 
the professions, Prof, Bernard was an advocate 
of making philology and pure mathematics the 
bases of higher education, but by no means to the 
neglect of the physieal sciences. When he retired 
many of his pupils followed him, and ne formed a 
large and remunerative clienté/e as a private tutor. 
He leaves a widow and eight children, married and 
settled in life. The funeral will take place on 
Toursday at the Church of St. Vincent de Paul, in 
Twenty-third-street, and the remains will be in- 
terred in Calvary Cemetery.

WILLIAM E. LAWRENCE. 

William E. Lawrence, who died at his resi- 
denee, No. 209 West Eleventh-street, yesterday 
morning, was a native of Concord, Mass., where 
he was born July 4, 1811. His fatherdying when 
he was but a mere lad, he same to this City with 
his widowed mother and began life as an errand- 
boy in adry goods housein Pearl-street. In 1825 
he obtained a situation asa clerk in ‘a retail dry 


goods store inthe upper part of Bleecker-street, 
then known as Greenwich Village. When he be- 
came of age he started a dry goods store on that 
street, where he continued in business up tothe 
time of his death, and amassed the very considera- 
ble fortune whieh he leaves to his widow and 
daughter. Mr. Lawrence served as Director in 
several insurance companies, but withdrew from 
them as he advanced in years, and the only offices 
he held at the time of his death were those of 
First Vice-President of the Northern Dispensary 
anda Trustee in the Irving Savings Bank. For 
more than 25 years he had been an Elder in the 
Reformed Church, and his loss will be severely felt 
by that body. It was witha feeling of just pride 
that, in looking back over his business career, he 
could say that he had been abieto pass through 
the panics of 1887, 1857, and 1878,and had never 
been compelled to ask a creditor to accept less 
than 100 eents on the dollar. 


THE REV. SEWALL 8S. CUTTING. 
The Rev. Sewall 8. Cutting, D. D., a retired 
Baptist clergyman, died yesterday at the residence 
of his son, No. 247 President-street, Brooklyn. Dr, 
Cutting was born in Windsor, Vt., 69 years ago, 
and upon the completion of his studies he was or- 


dained a minister, His first pastoral charge was in 
West Boylston, Mass., where he preached one year. 
Then he accepted a cail from the Baptist Church 
in Southbridge, Mass., where he remained for 
eight years. Dr. Cutting left active ministerial life 
to aceept an editorial position on a religious news- 
aper in this City, and several years later 
e was made Professor of Rhetoric and 
Belles-Lettres in Rochester University. A 
few years ago Dr. Cutting went to Brook- 
lyn to reside with his son.

THE TESTIMONY BEFORE THE COR- 
ONER YESTERDAY. 
A REPORTER WHO HAD XOT A GOOD OPIKION 
OF THE BUILDING—MR. WEIR’S OPINION 
OF THE STRUCTURE. 

Mr. Orlando B, Potter, owner of the burned 
building, was absent when Coroner Herrman re- 
sumed his investigation, yesterday afternoon, into 
the causes of the fatal fire in his old building, but 
young Mr. Potter sat near his father’s counsel, Mr. 
Townsend. The testimony given on Monday by 
Samuel Weir, Mr. Potter’s builder, having been 
read to the jury, Mr. Weir was further examined, 
and analyzed the plans Of the building. There was 
& recess, he said, near the old flue, ocoupied by a 
pipe and situated about a foot in front of the old 
fue. The recess was cut out after the wall itself 
was built. There was an old fracture in the flue 
between the recess and the flue inside the wall. 
It had been blackened by smoke and it extended 
to the roof. The front was covered with plaster 


and then boarded up. He took off a portion of the 
upper part of the plaster. There was no 
plaster on the basement part of the 
recess. There was no other pipe inside the recess 
to witness’s knowledge. Hedid not know that the 
as main from the street ran into the building near 
the recess, There was no explosive material keptin 
the building to his knowledge. The pipe was a waste 
water pipe. There was no beam resting over or 
near the recess. The “ trimmer’ beam was nine 
inches from the old flue, and there were no beams 
between that and the Nassau-street front. The 
step-ladder to the roof was hinged ugainst the 
walls, but it was never looked. It was simply fas- 
tened by a chain. The scuttle was never 
locked, but it had a bolt. The ladder was 
turned up to make more room in_ the 
hall. The sky-light, witness thought, was of 
fron, and was about four feet high. e never dis- 
eussed the subject of defects in tne flue with Mr. 
Potter. He never knew of any defects existing. 
He heard that some one had _ used the step-ladder 
for the purpose of reaching the roof on the day of 
the fire. One man went up on the roof by it, and 
made his way back down again by way of the 
Btair. This was Mr. Potter’s clerk. Tur Times 
Building, the witness continued, was 9 or 10 feet 
higher than the burned building in the centre, 
and at the sides varied from about 4 feet 
to 5 feet. There had been a _ step-ladder 
pf heavy wood from the roof of the burned 
building to the roof of THe Times Buildine. 
The ladder leading to the roof was in 
his judgment sufficient for the use as a fire-escape 
for all who occupied the building, “if they had 
time to use fit."” He insisted that it was sufficient 
notwithstanding that a juror expressed his opinion 
that it was a very slim and inefficient means of 
exit in an emergency. He did not hear why the 
eople did not all mane by way of this ladder 
om the upper stories. Witness was familiar with 
the building since 1857, the year it was built. The 
front stairway, leading to the Park-row side, was 
§ feet 4 inches wide on the first story, and on Nas- 
sau-street the stairs were 4 feet 6 incnes wide. The 
second-story stairs were 6 feet 9 inches on 
the Park-row side, and were made of wood. 
There was a wooden partition, unplastered, run- 
ning along the passageway from Park-row to 
Nassau-street. On the third floor there was one 
— partition, and all the others were of wood. 
e fourth floor had 15 or 16 different tenants, 
and was cut up into offices by means of partitions, 
some of plaster and some of wood. There were 
two tenants on the fifth story. The introduction 
of the elevator did rot weaken the building. It 
had a hatchway before, and that was simply en- 
larged to allow for the building of the elevator. 
There were no printing materials used in the 
building beyond the type which was set there for 
different occupants. The stairs were put in at the 
time the building was first erected. The elevator 
was to have been a water elevator, and was com- 
pleted none. for connection with the working ap- 
aratus. e building was all heated by steam. 
here was no stoves ever put up in the building, 
and he heard that it was made one of the condi- 
tions when tenants bired rooms that no stoves 
should be put up. The ceilings of the second, 
third, and fourth floors were plastered. The 
Others were ceiled with wood. The partitions 
all reached from floor to ceiling. There were fire- 
extinguishers on each floorand large water-tanks 
on the fifth floor. None of these extinguishers 
Were used on the day of the fre. There was one 
extinguisher on each floor, and “ perhaps two on 
some fioors.’’ Witness ‘‘did not have time to use 
one of the extinguishers when he saw the fire, He 
got out as quickly as he could.” There was no 
Croton water supply on the upper floors unless it 
Was pumped up. The water was stored in tanks 
on the fifth floor. 

Mr. Orlando Potter camein during Weir’s testi- 
mony, and afterhis arrival Mr. Townsend asked 
whether the burned building was well built. The 
witness replied. ‘' The walls were as well built as 
noy man eould build them.’’ The walls never set- 
tled. The building was strongly timbered, and had 
a good tin and gravel roof. Itnever leaked much. 
‘It was a good building the day before it burned 
fown. Everything wus solid and well put to- 

ether.” Witness then reiterated that the ladder to 

he roof was never locked. He could find persons 
who saw people go out by way of the ladderon 
the day of the fire. It would cost $300,000 to re- 
build the structure as it was before it was burned. 
William’ Smith, a newspaper dealer, next testi- 
fied as to the saving of some of the people in the 
upper stories of the building. John H. Russell, of 
Jersey City, another news-dealer, gave similar tes- 
timony, and spoke particulariv of the terrible 
rapidity of the destruction of the structure. Both 
these witnesses testified to the insufficient length of 
the fire ladders for the purpose of reaching people 
in peril atthe fire. Russell saw five persons on 
the top story and two or three on the next floor, 
most of whom he thought must have perished in 
the flames. Driver John Banks, of Engine No. 7, 
taw citizens running tothe fire before the alarm 
dy telegraph reached the engine-house. It was not 
antil about three minutes afterward that the 
alarm came in. There was trouble in getting a 
water supply forthe fire engines. In his exper- 
lence of 23 years as a fireman he never saw a buiid- 
Ing burn so quickly, even through a flue. The sup- 
ply of water had nothing to do with this progress 
of the flame, for had the water been ample and the 
apparatus abundant it would have had no effect in 
stopping the headway of the flame. There had 
been three fires in the building within two years, 
and two of them large enough to necessitate the 
use of fire apparatus. . 

Charlie Wright, the colored bootblack, of No. 
84 Park-row, who cut the telegraph wires and 
helped to rescue imprisoned occupants of the burn- 
ing building. told of the rescue of these persons as 
aiready published in THz Trmxs. 

Frederick C. Beach, of the Scientific American, 
was next called tothe stand, and described the 
progress of the flames up the elevator shaft and 
the general swift work of the fire. He had often 
noticed the heat of the flue, but was fairly aston- 
ished at the heat of the wall on his way to the roof 
to carry photograph frames thither the day before 
the fire. He had to withdraw his hand instantly on 
touching the wall. He saw a workman looking at 
this hot wail, and supposed the man would look to 

jhe matter. He only remembered having seen the 
adder fastened up once. It was steep, but he got 
ised to it upon ascending it three or four times. 
fle never saw the enrages to the lock fastened. 
[here used to be aheavy wooden ladder on the 
‘oof of the burned building communicating with 
fue Trags Building before the elevator was con- 
tructed. But the ladder was removed by work- 
nen when they began on the elevator, and on the 
lay before the fire the ladder was on top of the 
Nevator-house. It was ele and would have 
required two men to lift it. The ladder was 50 feet 
rom THE Times walls. He had never known that 
here were fire extinguishers in the building. He 
never saw one on the floor occupied by his father’s 
offices. At the close of Mr. Beach's testimony the 
Inquest was adjourned until 11 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Orlando B. Potter had two interviews with 
the Fire Commissioners yesterday in relation tothe 
prosecution of the search for the remains of per- 
sons who are reported missing, and who it is be- 
lieved lost their lives in the building. _ Chief 
Mahedy, of the Second Battalion, in whose district 
the ruins are situated, reported to Fire Com- 
missioners Van Cott and Purroy  yester- 
day that the further search for the remains 
of missing persons had been abandoned, and 
that he had been informed by tne fereman that the 
work was stopped | order of Mr. Potter. As 
Chief Mahedv believed that the bodies of persons 
reported missing are still in the ruins, he asked for 
{nstructions. Commissioners Van Cott and Pur- 
roy at once went to the scene of the fire, and were 
{informed by the foreman that Mr. Potter had or- 
dered the work discontinued. Mr. Potter was sent 
for, and explained to the Commissioners that he 
was satisfied that there were no more bodies in 
the ruins, as he had seen every ovcupant in 
the building who had persons in their employ 
and was givento understand that all had been ac- 
counted for. Furthermore, he claimed that the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Incumbranees had 
ordered him to atop work. The Commissioners 
said they had in their possession a list of persons 

ported missing, some of whom they feared had 
foe their lives in the destruction of the building, 
and it Mr. Potter did not continue the work they 

would have tne ruins thoroughly overhauled by 
members of the department to ascertain positively 
whether there were any human remains beneath 

. the débris. The interview ended without any defi- 
nite understanding being arrived at. The Fire 
Commissioners then sought out Superintendent 
Blumenthal, of the Bureau of Incumbrances. He 
denied that he had issued orders to stop the work, 
but that he had insisted upon the débris being 
carted away immediately upon being taken out, 
nd would not permit the sidewalks and roadway 
= the vicinity of the burned building to be ob- 
structed. The list of missing persons was obtained 
from Capt. Leary, of the Twenty-sixth Precinct, 
and firemen were sent to verify the names on the 
list. Ataiate hour yesterday afternoon the Fire 
Commissioners furnished the following list of per- 
tons reported missing and supposed to have per- 
shed in the fire:

When Mr. Potter called again at Fire Head-quar-

or had any business there. He also said that pend- 
Ing the resnit of this investigation the search 
among the ruins would be resumed to-day. and if

LINNIE JACOBUS'’S LOVER.

ON TRIAL IN PATERSON FOR SHOOTING HER 


WITH A S8HOT-GUN. 


In the Passaic County Court of General 
Quarter Sessions at Paterson yesterday, the trial of 
John H. Wolfe for shooting Miss Melinda T. Jaco- 
bus on Sunday, Oct. 23 last, with a shot-gun, was 
begun. The court-room was filled, a large number 
of ladies being present from Jersey City and Peru, 
the home of Miss Jacobus, and great interest 
seemed to be manifested in the proceedings. Wil- 
liam F, Daly, of Jersey City, appeared for the de- 
fense. In impaneling the jury he made many 


challenges, but the following were sworn in the 
eourse of half an hour: Michael Nolan, John J. 
Bertholf, William Wait, Se., William B. A. Storms, 
Herman Zindle, Edo Vreeland, Jonathan J. Ball, 
William W. Welsh, James B, Saxon, Jacob Bre- 
voort, John Martin, and Munson Sigler. Mr. Ste- 
venson, the Public Prosecutor, briefly explained to 
the jury the nature of the indictment. It has two 
counts, one charging Wolfe with assault with a 
loaded gun, whieh was fired at and into the 
body of Melinda T. Jacobus, with intent to mur- 
der and kill her, and the second charging 
assault and battery simply. Miss Jacobus, a 
et map girl, with fresh, rosy cheeks, and brown 

air arranged in waves low down on her forehead, 
and ver it attired, was the first witness sworn, 
and told her story in a straightforward way. 
Wolfe, she said, had come to visit her from Jersey 
City on Sunday, Oct, 23, and spent the day at her 
request. She was about returning part of the way 
to the train with him, and stepped into the kitchen 
to button her shoes. As she stood with her foot 
on the seat of a chair he came into the room, when 
she dropped her foot to arung of the chair and 
went on with her button-hook. He washed his 
hands and then picked up a gun, pointed it at her, 
and said something, she could not recollect what. 
She said something to him, but she did not remem- 
ber what, turned her head away, and the next in- 
stant heard the gun go off. She staggered over 
against a table, and Wolfe ran to her and held her 
up, saying, ‘‘ Wait a little; it will soon be over.” 
The blood flowed copiously, and she perceived 
that she had been shot. After a little while she 
staggered into an adjoining room, where were her 

arents. Wolfe did not assist her then, but he 

elped her father afterward to take her into her 
bedroom. She asked him, “John, did you mean to 
do it?” He made no answer, and she asked him 
again and again, but he said nothing. On cross- 
examination she said that she was 17 years old on 
May 5 last. She first met Wolfe at her sister's 
house, Mrs. Moloney’s, in Jersey City, last October, 
and met him frequently afterward at his own 
home, in Henderson-street, Jersey City, and at his 
place of business in New-York—at times alone. She 
frequently went with him to places of amusement 
in New-York and elsewhere. His visit to Peru was 
made at her invitation. She was pleased to have 
him come, and told him she hoped he would miss 
his train that he might spend the evening with her. 
After she was taken into her bedroom, Wolfe said 
to her, “Stop your noise; they'll hear you on the 
street.”’ After he declined to answer her when she 
asked him if he meant to do it, she never said to 
anyone that she thought it was an accident. She 
was confined to her bed seven weeks, and has been 
out only since Jan. 1, 

Dr. Daly, of Franklin, who attended Miss Jaco- 
bus, said the wound was ranged, 3 by 8% inches, 
near,the spine, and at the tenth and eleventh ribs. 
Many shot were taken out. The right lung was 
penetrated, and it seemed to him such a wound as 
would have caused death in almost any case. He 
probed it to a depth of 3 inehes and did not find the 
end of it. Garret Jacobus, the father of the girl, 
was the next witness, and his story was mainly in 
corroboration of hers. He said that after she was 
removed to herroom she turned her eyes upward 

iteously and exclaimed: *“*He didn’t mean to do 
t, did he?’ and then turning to Wolfe, she cried: 
“You didn’t mean to, did you, John?” He made 
no answer. She was still screaming, and 
Wolfe said: ‘‘Don't holler so; they'll hear 
you way out doors.’ Three weeks af- 
ter the shooting the witness asked Wolfe 
to share the expense, and the young man seemed 
very indifferent. The girl’s outer sacque and corset 
were here offered in evidence, each having a rag- 
ged hole 10 or 12 inchesin diameter, where the load 
of shot had penetrated. The gun was also pro- 
duced. Mr. Jacobus said he had had it 40 years; 
it went off accidentally seven years ago, and hurt 
his finger. Counsel for defense asked when he 
eoncluded that the shooting was intentional, but 
the court overruled this question. Counsel insist- 
ed that it was proper, as Mr. Jacobus had not made 
any complaint until Wolfe failed to pay him 
money, but the court would not admit the ques- 
tion, and the counsel took an exception. Subse- 
quently, Jacobus said that when he stripped off the 
clothing from his wounded daughter he thought the 
shooting must have been accidental, but after- 
ward, from Wolfe’s heartless behavior and other 
circumstances, he had changed his opinion. Abram 
Jacobus, a brother of the girl, testified that he had 
loaded the gun with an ounce and a half of duck 
shot and three drams of powder. Wolfe slept with 
him the night of the shooting, and dropped off to 
sleep ina few minutes. He seemed stupefied. The 
gun had always been kept loaded and standing 
where it was. 

Here the State rested and the counsel for de- 
fense opened. Heclaimed that the shooting was 
purely accidental, as the defendant did not sup- 
pose a loaded gun would be left in such a careless 
situation. He had afterward done everything in 
his power to alleviate the sufferings of Miss Jaco- 
bus. Her relatives did not regard him as having 
willfully shot her until they had failed to extort 
money from him, Miss Annie Wolfe, sister of the 
defendant, then testified that Miss Jacobus end 
her brother had been very intimate last October, 
the former appearing more affectionate than the 
latter. She was ‘‘disposed to be very loving” 
toward John. Witness went to the Jacobus house 
on the night of the shooting, and found Melinda 
lying with her hand in John's. She said to wit- 
ness, “Don’t ery, Annie, John could not help it.” 
They seemed to be very loving. Miss Louise 
Wolfe testified that John was constantly by Lin- 
nie’s bedside, and she lay for hours holding his hand 
and looking up in his face. Mrs. Wolfe testified to 
the same effect, and also said that Linnie had made 
a statement to the Coroner to the effect that she 
was sure that John did not mean to shoot her. 
Mrs. Rose, another sister of Wolfe, and Charles 
Fredericks, his uncle, testified to the same effect, 
that Linnie had declared immediately after the 
shooting that John did not mean to doit. The de- 
fendant was then placed on the stand. He de- 
scribed his acquaintance with Miss Linnie. They 
had been very friendly, and on the day in question 
they had strolled for hours through the woods gath- 
ering nuts. He wrote something in her album, and 
found that she had written his name in several 
places. Just before starting for the train he had 
stepped into the kitchen to wash his hands, Miss 
Linnie was buttoning her shoes. He saw a gun 
standing in the corner of the room and picked it 
up. Atthis point the court adjourned. The trial 
will doubtless end to-day and the case be given to 
the jury. After the adjournment yesterday Wolfe’s 
sisters and his cousins and his aunts gathered about 
him, kissed him, and petted him in the most affec- 
tionate way in the presence of 200 or 300 spectators. 


ELIZA NEWION’S DEATH. 


A ONCE POPULAR AND SUCCESSFUL AOTRESS 
DIES IN BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 

Mrs. W. H. Blackmore, once widely and 
popularly known to theatre-goers as Eliza Newton, 
died in Bellevue Hospital at 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning in great suffering and almost friendless. 
She was conveyed to the hospital from No. 131 


East Twenty-seventh-street, on the 14th of last 
month, while very ill from cirrhosis of the liver, 
and her condition grew rapidly worse from that 
date. Eliza Newton was born in Dumfries, 
Scotland, and was in the neighborhood of 
45 years of age. She came of a 
theatrical family, her father having held leading 
positions as a comedian in various English thea- 
tres and her grandfather being well known as a 
manager. When but a child she played juvenile 
parts, and subsequently appeared with success in 
the principal theatres of London, Manchester, Liv- 
erpool, and Edinburgh. Before she reached the 
age of 20 years she married a young actor named 
Frederick Loyd, and the eouple traveled together 
for some time, giving popular musical and variety 
entertainments. When Eliza was on the top wave 
of popularity with the English public her husband 
died, and soon afterward she came to this:country 
under the management of J. H. Selwyn. Her aébut 
in this City was made at the Olympic Theatre, Oct 
31, 1864, as Helen in ‘‘ Marguerite's Colors.’’ She 
played here with fair success for one season, and 
then returned to England, where she remained 
about a year. Upon coming back to New-York she 
made the acquaintance of a merchant named W, 
H. Blackmore, to whom she was in a short time 
wedded. She was a member of John Brougham’s 
peer A when the Fifth-Avenue Theatre was 
opened in 1869, and remained there until the close of 
the management. She was personally attractive, in- 
telligent, and vivacious,and became quite a favorite 
with the New-York public. After leaving the 
Fifth-Avenue company she took a formal farewell 
of the American stage at the Freneh Theatre. She 
had intended to return to England, but illness dis- 
arranged her plans. Circumstances induced her to 
remain in this country. and of late years she has 
been less successful than formerly. During the 
past five or six seasons she has traveled over the 
country a great deal, appearingin variety theatres. 
Two sons survive her—Arthur, who is in Philadel- 
phia, and Charles, who had been living with her in 
this City. The arrangements forthe burial have 
not been perfected, but it is understood that a 
former friend of the deceased—the wife of agentle- 
man well known in the dramatic profession—will 
assume charge of the funeral.

THE * BOBTAIL” CARS. 

The Railroad Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen met yesterday and heard arguments 
from representatives of the horse car railroad com- 
panies running ‘‘bobtail,”’ or one-horse, cars 
against the passage of the ordinance recently pro- 


nana by Alderman Levy requiring every car to 
ave both a driver and cenducior. It was argued 
that accidents were- much more frequent on two- 
horse cars than on the ‘ bobtails;’’ that the latter 
made quicker running time than the larger 
cars, and that some of the lines could not be 
made to pay expenses if the companies had 
to hire conductors as well as drivers. Mr. 
Stephenson, the well-known manufacturer of 
street cars, Was present, and said that the demand 
for ** bobtail’’ cars was steadily increasing. and in 
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some places no other kinds were used. Messrs. 
John H. Strahan and John M. Scribner, who ap- 
peared as counsel for the railroad companies, de- 
clared that if the proposed ordinance was adopted 
the Alaermen would have no power to enforce Sts 
provisions, Alderman Levy referred the commit- 
tee to the charters of some of the surface railroad 
companies, in which {t was provided that the run- 
ning of the cars should be as often as public con- 
venience might require and subject to such rules 
and regulations as the Common Council mignt pre- 
scribe. The lawyers contended that the Aldermen 
could only regulate the running of the oars, but 
von whether they should be drawn by one or more 
orses, 


A BEAUTIFUL FLORAL DISPLAY. 


REPUBLICAN HALL TRANSFORMED TO A 
GARDEN BY THE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY, 


The first Spring meeting of 1882 of the New- 
York Horticultural Society was held yesterday 
afternoon in Republican Hall, No. 55 West Thirty- 
third-street. To the visitor wending his way to 
the hall thrypugh the snow-obstructed streets it 
might have appeared that there was a touch of 
frony in calling the assemblagea Spring meeting, 
but once within the hall and in sight of the rich 
display of flowers he might well have fancied 
himself in the presence of Spring.

Diay was probably the finest that has ever been 
made at one of the ordinary monthly meetings 
of thasoeiety. The most striking feature ot the 
exhibition was the display of roses, whieh was re- 
markable not only for numbers and novelty, but 
also for the size and richness of the individual 
specimens. Pure white Caroline Cooks, delicate 
yellow-tinted Marechal! Niels, neutral Madame Rob- 
erts, gorgeous Jacqueminots, and many other varie- 
ties of roses were shown in allthe perfection to 
which the horticulturist’s art has brought them. 
Several new varieties of roses were also exhibited. 
The handsomest of these is the Alpha,” a large 
crimson rose exhibited by Hallock & Thorpe. of 
Queens, Long Isinnd. The same firm also exhibited 
another new rose, the “ Flag of the Union,’'a 
small crimson flower with yellow vertical stripes. 
A new running rose, the Caroline Goodrich, red, 
exceedingly fragrant, but neither very large nor 
very rich, was exhibited by Terence Welsh, of Riv- 
erdale, N.Y. The display of carnations was large 
and of great variety. That of camellias was thin, 
but the specimens were excellent. Lilies of the 
valley were in abundance and of exeellent quality, 
and there were violets beautiful enough to enrap- 
ture young ladies and to make even OscarWilde turn 
aside for; awhile from lilies and sunflowers. But 
it was in the display of orchids that the ladies 
seemed to find the most interesting feature of the 
exhibition. There were several varieties, including 
a large Mexican orchid with clusters of pink flow- 
ers at the'end of long, reed-like arms; a yellow 
orchid of peculiar formation, and a quaint speckled 
orchid. The exhibitor of these was Isaac Buchan- 
an.

CREEDMOOR AS A CAMP-GROUND.

THE RANGE OFFERED TO THE STATE FOR 


THAT PURPOSE, 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the National Rifle Association in the First Brigade 
Head-quarters, No, 88 Clinton-place, last evening, 
Gen. G. W. Wingate reported that he had had some 
telegraphic correspondence with Sir Henry Hal- 


ford, of the British National Rifle Association, in 
reference to the iaternational military rifle-match, 
in whieh the latter said that while his associa- 
tion was willing to waive the clause re- 
quiring guns to be marked, it could not 
guarantee a return = match. The General 
suggested that action on the matter be de- 
ferred untila letter should be received from Sir 
Henry Halford, explaining more fully the inten- 
tions of the British National Rifle Association. The 
Chairman appointed standing committees for the 
ensuing year as follows: Finaunce—Gen. S. R. 
Smith, D. W. Judd, and G. S. Schermerhorn, Jr. 
Range— Gen. Wingate, Col. G. D. Scott, Col. J. G. 
Story. Prize—Gen. Robert Olyphant. Major G. L, 
Morse, and F. H. Holton. Mr. Judd, Gen. Moli- 
neux, and Gen. A. C. Barnes were appointed a 
special committee to secure an appropriation from 
the State. Secretary Seabury, Col. James McLeer, 
and Major G. 8S. Schermerhorn, Jr., were directed 
to make arrangements for reduced rates of trans 
portation between this City and Creedmoor during 
the coming season. Gen. Molineux inquired 
whether there had been any recent action looking 
toachange in the location of the range. He re- 
ferred to the inaccessibility of Creedmoor, the ex- 
pense of going there, and the general desire of 
riflemen to obtain a range nearer this City. Gen. 
Wingate said that no recent action had been taken 
in the matter, but he thought it unwise to make 
a change which would entail an expense of not 
less than $30,000. Gen. Molineux said the reason 
he mentioned the matter was that he understood 
there was to be considerable agitation of the sub- 
ject of encampments in Albany this Winter, and it 
might be a good thing to suggest to the State 
authorities the value of Creedmoor for camping 
purposes, and either to lease the range or sell it to 
the State. Mr, Seabury said he was in favorof 
buying land for a range in Westchester County 
and disposing of the range at Creedmoor after the 
new one is ready foruse. Col. Cowperthwaite said 
he was in favor of offering the range to the State for 
a camping-ground, leaving the matter of compensa- 
tion to the State, merely reserving 200 yards on the 
west range and 200 yards on the east ranges for 
the use of riflemen. Col. Story suggested that, as 
the life members have a right to use the range, the 
exclusive right to use it should not be given to the 
State without consulting the life members. Col. 
Cowperthwaite’s suggestion was finally adopted. 
Secretary Seabury reported that the building in 
which the office of the association is situated had 
been condemned by the Building Department, 
and he was authorized to engage new quarters 
for the association. The Executive Committee was 
instructed to take into consideration the advisability 
ef having a Spring prize meeting at Creedmoor, 
and of engaging an executive officer, at a salary, to 
attend to the rifle-matches during the year. It was 
decided to allow members of the National Guard 
the use of the range and reduced fares on the rail- 
road, either in uniform or in citizen’s dress, during 
the season, at the rate of $10 a eompany. Members 
of the regular Army are to receive the same privi- 
leges free of charge. Members of affiliating clubs 
are to have the freedom of the range during the 
year instead of the period just before tne Fall 


meeting.

THE RIGHTS OF FOREIGN SAILORS. 
The Italian Consul-General yesterday asked 
Commissioner Osborn for the arrest of Stefano 
Ferrando and Domenico Tupriano, sailors on the 
Italian bark Giuseppe Mazzini, for insubordination. 
On being brought before the Commissioner the 


sailors said that they were entitled to be discharged 
from the vessel because the Captain had violated 
his contract with them by deviating from the voy- 
age originally proposed. They shipped for one 
voyage to the East Indies, thence to New-York, 
and from here, to a European fgg te where they 
were to be discharged. They had just come from 
the East Indies, and the Captain wanted to go 
there again with another cargo. The Captain 
claimed that he had engaged their services for 
three years, and that only one year had elapsed. 
The Commissioner informed the sailors that under 
Article XI. of the treaty with Italy, andjsection 723 
of the Revised Statutes, the Consul was the sole 
judge of any differences that might arise between 
a Captain and crew of a foreign vessel, and that 
so long as by the Consul’s requisition it appeared 
that they were members of the crew, and not 
American citizens, he could not examine inte the 
case, but he had jurisdiction to aid the Consul in 
enforcing his decision. Ho therefore placed them 
in custody of the Marshal until a demand should 
be made for them by the Consul. Laterin the day 
alawyer appeared and asked the Commissioner to 
open the examination of the case to enable the 
sailors to seek their rights, and when this was re- 
fused the lawyer expressed his intention of apply- 
ing for a writ of habeas corpus and certiorari.

RAPID TRANSIT WANTED. 

The committee appointed by residents of 
Jersey City Heights who are interested in the 
movement for a rapid transit route to the Heights 
have appointed a sub-committee to visit Trenton 


and urge the passage of Mr. Lawrence’s bill em- 
powering the corporate authorities of towns and 
cities to grant the right of ys 4 for an elevated 
railroad. A new impetus has been given to the 
movement by the experience of the last three 
days. The local horse car lines from Jersey City 
have not rum their cars to Greenville,a near sub- 
urb, at any time since the snow of Saturday 
began to fall. On the lines to Bergen 
Hill the tracks were not even swept at places, and 
the rails were so hidden, till yesterday when the 
sun melted the snow, that the drivers had to leap 
the track at some points and go upon the track for 
cars bound in an opposite direction. The cars have 
been rua only at irregular intervals of 20 minutes 
to half an hour apart, and more than half the timo 
the passengers bave been obliged either to help lift 
the car over the rough places, or stand by looking 
on in the cold, or walk more than half the distance 
to their homes. In Newark some consideration 
nas been shown for the rights of suburban travel- 
era by the placing of stage sleighs on the ear routes,

Dr. J. E. Janvrin, the attending physician 
of the Protestant Episcopal orphan asylum at Lex- 
ington-avenue and Forty-ninth-street, denies the 
statement made by Dr. J. B. Taylor, of the vaeci- 
nating corps of the Health Department, that there 
was opposition to the vaccinating of the inmates 
of the asylum. Dr. Janvrin announces himseif not 
only a believer in vaccination, but as one who 


makes constant use of this preventive of small-pox 
contagion. 


A Swede, who gave the name of Henry 
Petersen, tried to bang himself at 6:30 last evening 


with a handkerchief which he adjusted about his 
neck and tied to one of the stakes of a truck stand- 
ingin front of No. 62 Beach-strcet. Officer Right- 
man, who was called by a citizen, took him to the 
Fifth Precinct Station-house in Leonara-street. He 
said his age was 45, but he refused to give his ad- 
dress or business. His appearance indicated that 
he wasatramp. He gave no reason for the act. 
A doctor was ealled, and declared that he was 
suffering from delirium tremens. He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital,

A STRANGE SUICIDE. 

A strange case of suicide was yesterday 
brought to the attention of Coroner Keller in

from the effects of the poison on Monday evening.

Cruikshank received accidentally a heavy blow on 
the head with a stick, which, it is beheved, injured 
her brain. This, with the recent death of her 
randfather, of whom she was passionately fond, 
t is believe? nnbalanced her reason. She was 
brought to believe that she could not possibly have 
any further pleasure in life, but on other subjects 
she was perfectly rational and clear-headed. The 
unfortunate girl was of a gentle, loving disposi- 
tion, and cried wer much because, as she said, of 
the great sorrow that the necessity for her death 
had brought to her parents. An inquest was held
